So Says Major Waller, Who 
Made the Island a How- 
ing Wilderness 


TIUPINO ONLY GOOD 
AFTER BEING KILLED 


Waller Says That Everything Is 
Peaceful Now Because No Pris- 
oners Were Taken—He Says 
He Followed the Orders 
of General Smith. 


San Francisco, June 13.—Major L. W. T. 
Waller, United States marine corps, who 
arrived here on the transport Warren, 
expresses emphatic views concerning the 
war in the Philippines. 

“You can’t stop the revolution in the 
Philippines unless you take the severest 
measures,’ said he in an interview. 

“You would hate to see your wounded 
and dead mutilated. I cannot describe 
the fearful condition in which we found 
some of the bodies of men under my 
command who were murdered by insur- 
rectos. I received verbal and written or- 
ders from General Jacob Smith to kill 
nll insurrectos who were caught armed or 
who refused to surrender. = 

“It was the only thing that could be 
fone and I never questioned General 
Bmith’s orders with one exception. This 
exception I refuse to state. “A. fatr esti- 
mate of the number of natives killed by 
the men of my command wou'd be four 
to five hundred. These were al? killed 
In battle with thé exception of @leven 
carriers, insurrectos at heart, whd were 
tried by courtmartial and sfiot. 

“There was only one woman shot and 
ehe was only slightly wounded. She 
happened to be in the breastworks of a 
fort my men were storming. 

*T have fought in every cotintry in the 
world except Australia,”’ said Major Wal- 
ler, “but Samar—well, helh.ja.2. winter re- 
sort compared to Samar. | 

“TY left Samar a howling wilderness,”’ 
he continued. “They tried to make it 
that for us, but we made it a howling 
wilderness for them.’’ 

“Want any more of it?” he was asked. 

“No. I’m getting to be an old man 
now,’’ he replied. ‘I’m in my fifties. Be- 
sides they’ve surrendered, and it’s all 
over. It’s always all over when they sur- 
render in the Philippines,” and a sar- 
castic smile curved under his military 
moustache. 

“Have you anything to say, major, re- 
garding vour courtmartial on the charge 
of executing Samar natives without trial, 
or was that the charge?” 

“The charge against me,” sala he. “was 
murder. Yes, one plain word—murder~ 
and as for having anything to say about 
the courtmartial, of course, I have. I ob- 
jected to being courtmartialed; it was not 
done at my pleasure; I was not consulted 
In the matter; I was simply courtmae 
tialed. 

“I know who caused that courtmartial: 
I know who brought it forward: I know 
who was at the back of it all, and Wash- 
Ington knows as much.” 


RAILROADS TO LOSE COTTON. 


Hereafter It Will Be Shipped by 
Water to New England. 

Boston, Mass., June 13.—(Special.)—With 
the end of this month all the lines in the 
* trunk line and central freight associations 
of this country will cease to do any 
through freight business with the Boston 
and Maine and the New Haven roads 9n 
cotton shipments which form the chief 
business with the mills of this state. This 
Is the result of an open declaration of 
War on the part of the local roads re- 
sulting from the attempt of the trunk 
ines to maintain an unfair tariff on the 
use of freight cars consigned to the 
New England mills. One result of this 
declaration of war will be that water ship- 
ments of cotton to this port will be re- 
sumed on a big scale from the south- 
ern ports. When the old method of ship- 
ping by water is taken up more exten- 
sively again the cotton required for the 
New England mills will be stored in the 
railroad ware houses here and Boston will 
be the center of supply for New Eng- 
land. 


RICE IS NOT BEING SHIPPED 


To Danish West Indies To Be Sent to 
United States. 
Washington, June 13.—In view of the 
fears understood to be entertained by 
parties in the United States interested 
In the rice business that large quantities 
of that product are being shipped to the 
Danish West Indies from Bremen to be 
brought into the United States free of 
duty when the purchase of the islands 
shall have been finally consummated, the 
state department today made public a re- 
port from United States Consul Diede- 
rich, dated May 17, bearing on that sub- 
ject. The consul says he has investi- 
gated the situation and has become satis- 
fied that not one ounce of rice has gone 
from Bremen to the islands since Janu- 

ary 1, 1900. 


Waiting on Germany. 

Washington, June 13.—This government

Richmond, Va., June 13.—(Special.j— 
Miss Mary Custis Lee, daughter of Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee, was arrested in Alex- 
andria this evening charged with violating 
the Jim Crow car law which prohibits 
whites from riding in coachés set apart 
for colored people. . 

She told the police that she entered a 
rear coach of the Washington, Alexandria 
and Mount Vernon railway, the coach for 
the colored people, and being loaded down 
with baggage refused to move when. or- 
dered by the conductor to do so. She said 
she had no knowledge of the law. Miss 
Lee was released on her recognizance to 
appear before Mayor Simpson tomorrow. 


TEXAS OIL IN WHALEBACKS. 


More Boats Will Make Trips on the 


Mississippi. 

Duluth, Minn., June 13.—Whaleback 
steamers, the invention of Captain Alex 
McDougal, of this city, will be used for 
carrying Texas oil up the Mississippi 
river. The St. Louis Steel Barge Com- 
pany, in which Captain McDougal is in- 
terested, is the firm that will take up 
the oll carrying trade. The company 
now has three steamers, two of the 
largest whalebacks engaged in carrying 
grain, but these will be converted into 
oil carriers. 

One of the boats will be used in the 
gulf trade from Port Arthur to New 
Orleans, and the others used in river 
traffic. In addition the new company, 
which will be known as the Sharp Oil 
Transportation Company, will have 
twelve more whaleback boats bctilt and 
the work will begin at once. , 

Captain McDougal stated that. the 
proposition just closed had been pending 
for some time. Arrangements have been 
made with Beaumont oil companies 
whereby a pipe line will carry the oil 
from the gusher to Port Arthur. At the 
beginning it is the puryose to carry il 
only 150 miles up the river from New 
Orleans, but later it will be transported 
as far as St. Louis. Each of the whale- 
backs will. have a capacity of 15,000 bar- 
rels of oil. 


FRANCE AFRAID OF MORGAN. 


Believed in Paris hTat Shipping 
Trust Means Mischief. 

London, June 14.—In a dispatch from 
Paris, the correspondent there of The 
Times gives the substance of a long 
conversation held with an eminent au- 
thority on French steamship navigation, 
on the subject of the Atlantic shipping 
combine. Comment is made upon the 
fact that J. P. Morgan had been in 
Paris, but that he had made no effort to 
see the Messageries Maritimes, the Com- 
pagnie Generale Trans-Atlantique or any 
other steamship company, although he 
ha dbeen notified through the United 
States embassy at Paris of the willing- 
ness of these companies to talk with him. 

The authority named said he considered 
the shipping combine to .be aimed at 
France and the other countries not in- 
cluded in it. He complained that the 
French lines had already suffered enor- 
mously from competition, that competi- 
tion had reduced their profits and that 
consequently the efforts of Mr. Morgan 
will compel the French government to 
take active measures to protect French 
shipping. 


CHINESE BARRED FROM CUBA. 


Forty-Three Laborers Must Be Re- 
turned to New York. 
Havana, June 13.—The board of imm!- 
gration decided today that the forth- 
three Chinese laborers who came to Ha- 
vana on board the Ward line steamer 
Monterey from New York and reached 
here last Wednesday would have to be 
returned to New York by the steamship 

company. 

Heretofore Chinamen have been allow- 
ed to enter Havana without restriction 
and thousands have landed here in the 
course of the last three years. An im- 
migration law. however, similar to one 
enforced in the United States went into 
forse in Cuba last May and the case of 
these Chinemen has resulted in the first 
application of this law.

MADLY LtAPEo 
TU ESCAPE FIRE 


Four Hundred Men and Women 
in Peril at Philadelphia 


No Lives Lost, but Many Injured by 
Leaping from Windows Into 
Nets Held by Firemen—Loss 
on the Factory Is 
$150,000. 


Philadelphia, June 13.—Fire today de- 
stroyed the Novelty leather factory of H. 
M. Rosenblatt & Co., a four-story brick 
structure, at Second and Oxford streets, 
and resulted in severe injuries to a dozen 
persons. The John M. Moffat public 
school, opposite the leather works, was 
damaged, three dwelling houses adjoining 
the factory were destroyed and nine 
others were slightly damaged. The rapid 
spread of the flames gave rise to rumors 
that a number of the employees had met 
death in the burning factory, but these 
reports proved to be erroneous. A mem- 
ber of the firm of Rosenblatt & v0o., to- 
night said all of the employees had been 
accounted for. 

There were many sensational and nar- 
row escapes, most of the 400 men and 
women employed in the factory saving 
their lives by leaping from the windows 
into nets held by firemen. Katie Schei- 
dell, aged 15 years, was carried down a 
ladder by a policeman. She was badly 
burned and her condition is reported as 
serious. Others severely injured are: 

George Hebert, aged 47, back injured. 

Jonn Snyder, aged 22, shoulder dislocated 
and leg fractured, 

August Schoeler, aged 49, leg fractured. 

Samuel Trankorman, aged 25, burned 
about the body. 

Several others, including a police ser- 
geant and two firemen, sustained severe 
lacerations and were overcome ‘by heat 
and shock, 

The fire originated in a small annex 
known as the celluloid room. It is be- 
lieved a spark from crossed electric wires 
fell into a quantity of celluloid. The 
fire caused a panic among the employees, 
especially those on the upper floors, and 
for a*time’the wildest excitemnet pre- 
vatied. Firemen and policemen, however, 
prevented the panic-stricken workers 
from leaping until nets had been spread to 
receive them. 

Mr. Rosenblatt estimates his loss at 
$150,000, partly covered by insurance, and 
the loss on the other properties is esti- 
mated at. $15,000. 


CHOLERA RAGES IN MANILA. 


Large Number of Deaths Predicted 
. Before the Rains. 

Washington, June 13.—A rather alarm- 
ing situation with regard to the epidemic 
of cholera in tne PWilippines is set out ina 
report received by Surgeon General For- 
wood from Lieutenant Colonel Heiseman, 
at present in charge of the medical de- 
partment of the army in the islands. The 
appearance of the disease at Manila in 
March fs attributed_in some quarters to 
vegetables coming into the islands from 
infected Chinese ports, and in others to 
the drinking of Pasig river water, foul 
with the sewage of the city. Lieutenant 
Colonel Heiseman says a large number 
of deaths is probable before the rains. 
The army, he says, is much better pro- 
tected than the native population or than 
civilian Americans in the islands, because 
of the care which is exercised in supply- 
ing good food and water. 

In Manila alone a total of 277 cases with 
215 deaths had occurred up to April 15, 
the date of the report, with 453 cases and 
308 deaths outside the city. In the prov- 
inces the disease attacked 2223 different 
places. In the Camerines at Neuva 
Cacares the disease appeared and this 
has been the only point where the army 
has suffered, two cavalry men and 
an infantry man having the disease. 

Smallpox also has appeared and has 
been more prevalent, it is said, this year 
than in any except the first of Ameri- 
can occupation. The wife of an Amert- 
can army officer In Manila has been at- 
tacked by it. 

Vigorous measures of prevention have 
been instituted to attempt to check the 
spread of cholera. 

The réporft on th® health of the army 
in general shows 4 slight decrease in the 
percentage of sick. The number of deaths 
has increased by six. Out of a total of 
thirty-six recent deaths dysentery has 
been the cause of eighteen. 


BITTER AGAINST THE GERMANS 


Feeling. Among the Poles Is Growing 
Stronger. 

Berlin, June 13.—The feeling against the 
German people is growing stronger. The 
Polish nobles of the province of Posen 
have agreed to absent themselves from 
the town of Posen, the capital of the 
province, upon the occasion of Emperor 
William’s approaching visit there as a 
protest against the speech recently de- 
livered by his majsety at Maritsberg. 

Herr Von Kossak, the most famious bat- 
tle painter of Germany, who is of Polish 
birth, has announced his intention of 
leaving Berlin permanently because he 
finds anti-Polish sentiment here unen-

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Alexander City, Ala., June 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The most disastrous fire in the 
history of Alexander City occurred to- 
day, every business house in the town 
being totally destroyed. The fire broke 
out in the Robinson machine shop and 
foundry about 1 o’clock, caused by a 
ladle of molten iron, and spreading from 
this to Arthur Moon's store, blosk 8 
was soon in a mass of flames. 

The flames first crossed Uniog street 
and caught the Citizens’ bank building 
in the center of block 7, end from 
this point the flames eat the#fr way in 
both directions until every business house 
on block 7 was totally destroyed, includ- 
ing the large three-story Alabama hotel. 

Rapid Spread of Flames. 

From the Alabama hotel the flames 
went across the Central railroad tracks 
and burned the Central depot, together 
with ail stores and the large cotton plat- 
form, including several hundred dollars 


worth of reaping machinery just arrived, 


two loaded cars standing on the track 
and all office furniture and railroad fix- 
tures. 

The fiames ‘spread from this to block 
3 and caught the law building. At this 
moment the fire also broke across from 
block & to the east end of the eame block, 
making this block burn with rapidity 
from both ends. Ip this block twelve of 
the largest merchants of the town, in- 
cluding the Alexander City bank build- 
ing, M. F. Fa.cer’s livery and 8. J. 
Nolen's sale stables and one large cot- 
ton warehouse. 

The fire district covers three business 
blocks totally destroyed, besides ten resi- 
dences and the beautiful First Methodist 
church and parsonage. 

No exact estimate of the actual loss 
can be made at this hour or the amount 
of insurance carried, but it can be stated 
now that as a rule all the business men 
of this town ‘have been fairly well in- 
sured. It is estimated that the fire 
damage is at least a quarter of a million, 
with insurance of $200,000; yet this cannot 
be verified at this hour.

ALEXANDER CITY, ALA., FALLS 
BEFORE THE SWEEP OF FLAMES 


DE LOACH PLANT 


I) WIPED OUT 
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Flames Make Shor Work . of 
Manufacturing Concerh 


Within Half an Hour After the Fire 
Had Begun, the Building Was 
a Complete Loss—There Was 
Only $20,000 in In- 
surance. 


The plant of the A. A. DeLoach Mill 
Manufacturing Company, the largest 
concern of the kind in the south, caught 
fire at 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon and 
at 7 o’clock last night the plant, includ- 
ing all the machinery and equipment, had 
been razed to the ground. 

The fire was one of the swiftest and 
most destructive that has ever taken 
place in Atlanta. At 6 o’clock Chief Joy- 
ner received the alarm. He and his men, 
with fire apparatus consisting of three 
wagons, one hook and ladder, one engine 
and one chemical engine, arrived at the 
scene of the conflagration within fifteen 
minutes. In that short space of time 
the flames had played havoc with the 
large wooden structure and it was out 
of the question to think of saving it. 
The flames, originating at the north end 
of the building in the foundry, had spread 
the complete length of the structure and 
the building was practically a wreck. 

The first alarm came through the 
American district fire alarm system Op- 
erated by the Southern Messenger Com- 
pany. 

The DeLoach Milling Company was 
situated just outside of the city and there 
was but one fire plug in the vicinity. In 
spite of this fact, the firemen ran several 
hundred yards of hose from the plug 
situated in the city limits and played 
several streams on the fire. It was of no 
use. Even had there been better water fa- 
cilities, any effort to check the fire would 
have been futile. 

Location of the Plant. 

The plant of the DeLoach Mill Manu- 
facturing Company was located in a 
large frame building, 80 by 450 feet, and 
two stories high, just outside of the.city 
limits on the Decatur line, near the east- 
ern end of Highland avenue. The build- 
ing and machinery were worth approxi- 
mately $50,000. Just outside of the build- 
ing a mass of lumber, worth in the 
neighborhood of $5,000, was stored. The 
building, machinery and lumber were en- 
tirely consumed by the flames. On this 
amount the company carried only about 
$20,000 insurance. 

The pattern shop, situated to the north 
of the plant, was saved after u hard 
fight by the firemen. This shop contained 
some $50,000 worth of patterns, which 
were untouched and which will be a large 
factor in the rehabilitation of the plant. 

A. A. DeLoach, the president of the 
company, was in Savannah last night 
and it could not be ascertained in what 
companies the insurance on the building 
had been placed. 

Origin of the Fire. 

The manner in which the fire originated 
cannot be definitely determined. At 5:30 
o’clock the mill had shut down and prac- 
tically all of the 125 hands employed had 
left the shop. At 6 o’clock flames were 
seen to burst out of the northern end of 
the building where the foundry was lo- 
cated. An alarm was immediately sent 
in and the department promptly respond- 
ed. The flames had, however, gained a 
good headway and when the firemen ar- 
rived the building wos practically gone. 

Did a Big Business. 

The DeLoach mill was probably the 
biggest concern of the kind in the south 
and one of the largest mill manufactur- 
ing plants in the country. Not only did 
it supply the southern and _  ~»northern 
states with mill equipment of various 
kinds, but its products found a market 
in many European countries. The plant 
was established some eleven yeara ago 
by A. A. DeLoach and “had steadily 
grown in importance. It was capitalized 
at $100,000 and the annual business 

ounted to about $200,000. The officers 

the company were: A. A. DeLoach. 
president: W. E. Swanger, secretary, and 
J. Cunningham, Jr., treasurer. 

When the fire broke out in,the building 
Mr. Swanger and others succeeded in 
saving al} the books, files and papers of 
the company. 

When the flames were under control s 
large crowd collected about the scene 
and the police had great difficulty in 
preserving order. Extra men were sent 
to the place and remained there several] 
hours. 

Trouble arose between white and negro 
boys and at one time a rock battle was 
waged with great vigor. 

A crowd of white boys assaulted 
Charley Duncan, a negro, and before the 
police could rescue Duncan he was cut 
and stabbed in several places. 

The extra squad of police soon had the 
mob quiet. ’ 

Will Rebuild at Once. 

Savannah, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—The 
burning of the plant of the DeLoach Mill 
Manufacturing Company today entails a 
loss of over $100,000. We will rebuild at 
once with increased facilities ande the 
business will continue WIth little delay.

WOOD DENIES 
WRONG-DOING 


General Says That the Talk 
of Investigation Is Wel- 
come to Him. 


HE SPENT CUBAN MONEY 
AS TRUSTEE FOR ISLAND 


General Says He Simply Used Thur- 
ber’s Mailing List as the Best 
Means of Distributing Lit- 
erature Regarding 
Reciprocity. 


Boston, June 13.—During his visit to 
this city today General Leonard Wood, 
former governor general of Cuba, ex- 
pressed himself in no uncertain terms 
regarding the alleged irregularity in the 
expenses of Cuban government funds in 
the interest of reciprocity: He deciared 
that, acting as trustee for the island, he 
had spent the money to good purpose, 
and had done simply what any good ad- 
ministrator would have done in Jike cir- 
cumstances. 

General Wood said: 

“There is nothing in connection with 
my administration of Cuban affairs, that 
I wish to cover up. Talk of investiga- 
tion is welcome to me. Every expendi- 
ture that was made was free and above 
board. 

“So far as I can see there was nothing 
new brought out by the testimony of Mr. 
Thurber. It perhaps accentuated a lit- 
tle the needs of Cuba as regards reci- 
procity with this country- 

“I was acting as a trustee for Cuba. I 
simply used Mr. Thurber’s mailing list 
as the best méans of distributing the lit- 
erature on reciprocity, and thls was well- 
known before the examination of Mr. 
Thurber by the senate committee. In 
my opinion the opposition to tariff rec- 
iprocity with Cuba has proceeded upon 
lines of misapprehension. I took it upon 
myself to place the facts before the 
people of the United States as I saw 
them. There seemed to be no one else 
to undertake the task. What 71 did I 
considered best for the industrial salva- 
tion of the island. 

“The reason [ took up with Mr. Thur- 
ber was that he represented 80,000 think- 
ing people in this country. I dealt with 
him simply as a bureau of information 
and through .him I distributed the infor- 
mation I wanted to place before the 
American people. My position was iden- 
tical with that of .ne trustee of an es- 
tate who finds it incumbent upon him- 
s@.f to refute unjust claims upon the 
estate upon which he is called to admin- 
ister. Any man would be false to his 
trust who did not do all in his power to 
contest such claims and that is all I 
did.”’

Predictions that his apparent determi- 
nation to force republicans to abandon 
the position they have taken will result 
in his defeat for renomination are freely 
made, and some of those come from 
men whose ability to contribute to that 
result is unquestioned. The so-called in- 
surgents talk as if they are as full of 
fight as they have ever been, and if they 
have the backbone to stick to their dec- 
larations the republican party wil] be 
split wide open. 

President Roosevelt was advised hy 
some of his close friends against send- 
ing in this message, but he is not a man 
who takes advice. The republicans who 
do not agree with his views regard this 
message as a direct slap at them, and 
they resent it deeply. The list of sena- 
tors who have entered into an agreeinent 
to fight the administration bill as it 
stands is no small one. It includes El- 
kins and Scott, of West Virginia; Nelson 
and Clapp, of Minnesota; Perkins and

that he could hardly contain himself. 
Dietrich is a fighter and he is a great 
political power in his state. When the 
reading of the message had concluded 
he endeavored to secure recognition of 
the chair, but the senate went imme- 
diately into executive session. He ex- 
plained afterwards that. his purpose was 
to ‘move to have*the Cuban committee 
discharged from consideration of the Dill 
which passed the house so it might be 
put on its passage in the senate imme- 
diately. That bill contains the provision 
‘striking out the sugar trust's differen- 
tial. Senator Dietrich was confident the 
beet sugar republicans were so mad over 
the message‘ that they would have 
passed that house bill then and there. 
That could not have happened, for the 
senate does not do business as precipi- 
tately as that, but the incident serves 
to illustrate the feeling of the insur- 

gents. 

One very noticeable fact about the 
message was that it was received in 
both senate and house in absolute si- 
lence. Old senators say they cannot re- 
call a time when a special message of 
the president dealing with a live subject 
has been given such a cold reception. 
The house republicans of the insurgent 
stripe are as mad as the senators. Taw- 
ney, of Minnesota, who is one of the 
most active of the insurgent leaders, has 
just told me that in his opinion the 
message will have exactly the opposite 
effect from that anticipated by the ad- 
ministration leaders. 


It Will Widen Breach. 


“Tt cannot but widen the breach,” said 
he. “We are all standing firm. White 
house dictation does not phase us.”’ 

Senator Aldrich, on the other hand, ex- 
presses perfect. confidence that the 
‘“boxers,”’ as he calls them, will be 
whipped into line. His programme is to 
have the administration bill reported 
from the Cuban committee on Tuesday 
and immediately after that a caucus of 
senate republicans will be called. He 
says that after the party lash has been 
properly plied not more than three or 
four republicans will vote in the senate, 
stampeding the house insurgents. In the 
meantime the democrats are smiling ani 
happy. It is none of their fight, but 
they expect to win by it whichever re- 
publican faction whips the other. 

After he had talked with the members 


of the cabinet this morning President 
Roosevelt took the bit in his mouth and 
fired in a message whose only purpose 
, could have been to admonish the socalled 
insurgent republican senators that they 
_ must change frent and support the ad- 
. ministration Cuban Dill or they would 
find themselves outside the breastworks. 
The fact that they deemed it necessary to 
spend in such a message at this time is an 
acknowledgment by the president and the 
administration leaders that their confer- 
ence claims of ability to pass the Dill, 
their repeated assertions that they are 
assured of at least 45 republican votes, 
have been without foundation. The im- 
mediate result will be a call for a re- 
publican caucus in the genate as soon 
as the canal pill is out of the way or 
before, when the whole influence of the 
administration will be used to whip the 
insurgents into line. 


Some Senators May Weaken. 


Whether this effort will succeed re- 
mains to be seen. The chances are that 
so far as the senators who have declared 
themselves against the bill are concerned 
there will be weakening. The combina- 
tion of party whip and administration 
has proved very effective in influencing 
republican senators in the past, and the 
general opinion about the capitol is that 
it will prove equally so in this case. House 
republicans who voted against Cuban re- 
fuction swear, however, that they will 
fight to the last, and there is a perfect 
agreement between them and the demo- 
crats that no bill reducing the tariff on 
Taw sugar so as to operate to the in- 
terests of the sugar trust slMall pass the 
house unless it carries a provision for the 
repeal of the differenflal whffh gives the 
sugar trust its monopoly, in view of 
which. agreement those who have been 
prédicting early adjournment are sad. 

When the.message had beer read to 
the senate Mr. Bailey, of Texas, blandly 
_inquired whether it would be inorder to 
refer the document to the republican cau- 
cus. So aptly did this inquiry fit the sit- 
uation that everybody smiled. There is 
nothing else to the message beyond the 
president’s dictation to the insurgents 
that they must get into line. It is a pure- 
ly political docunr@nt. 

It was expected that the president would 
make an opportunity to assume responsi- 
bility for Governor Wood's contributions 
to the secret fund with which the reci- 
procity propaganda has been carried on, 
but.there was no direct reference to this 
matter. It is officially announced, how- 
ever, that the president and Secretary 
Root do accept the full responsibility, 
which heads off those republican politi- 
cians who have been claiming that Wood 
alone is to blame and that the republican 
administration must not be held respon- 
sible for hfs acts.

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GRANT RELIEF TO CUBA, 


URGES THE PRESIDENT 


Roosevelt’s Answer to the Disclosures implicating 
Wood Is a Special Message to Congress in 
Favor of Cuban Reciprocity. 


a 


Washington, June 13.—The president to- 
day sent the following message to con- 
gress: 

“To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: I deem it important before 
tne adjournment of. the present session 
of congress to call attention to the follow- 
ing expressions in the message which dis- 
charge of duty imposed upon me. by the 
execution I sent to congress on the first 
Tuesday in December last: 

“Elsewhere I have discussed the ques- 
tion of reciprocity. In the case of Cuba, 
however, there are weignty reasons of 
morality and of national interest why the 
policy should be held to have a peculiar 
application, and I most earnestly ask 
your attention to the wisdom,.indeed to 
the vital need, providing for a substan- 
tial reduction in the tariff duties on Cu- 
ban imports into the Untéd States. Cuba 
has in her execution affirmed what we 
desired, that she should stand, in inter- 
national matters, in closer and more 
friendly relations with us than with any 
other power, and we are bound by every 
consideration of honor and expediency to 
pass commercial measures in the interest 
of her material well being.” 

This recommendation was merely giv- 
ing practical effect to President McKin- 
ley’s words, when, in his message of De- 
cember 6, 1898, and December 5, 1899, he 
wrote: 

“It is important that our relations with 
this people (of Cuba) shall‘be of the most 
friendly character and our commercial 
relations close and reciprocal. * ** We 
have accepted a trust, the fulfillment of 
which calls for the sternest integrity of 
purpose and the acts of highest wisdom. 
The new Cuba yet to arise from the ashes 
of the past must needs be bound to us 
by ties of singular intimacy and strength 
if its enduring welfare is to be assured. 
* * *© The blessing which can come to 
Cuba is the restoration of her agricultural 
and industrial prosperity.’’ 

Appeal from Palma. 

Yesterday, June 12, I received, by cable 
from the American minister in Cuba, a 
most earnest appeal from President Pal- 
ma for “legislative relief téefore it is too 
late and (his) country financially ruined.”’ 

The granting of reciprocity with Cuba 
is a proposition which stands entirely 
alone. The reasons for it far outweigh 
those for granting reciprocity with any 
other nation, and are entirely consistent 
with preserving intact tne protective sys- 
tem under which this country has driven 
so marvelously. The present tariff law 
was designed to promote the adoption of 
such a reciprocity treaty, and expressly 
provided for a reduction not to 
exceed 20 per cent upon goods 
coming from a particular country, leaving 
the tariff rates on the same articles un- 
changed as regards all other countries. 
Objection has been made to the granting 
of the reduction on the ground that the 
substantial benefit would not go to the 
agricultural producer of sugar, but would 
inure to the American sugar refiners. In 
my judgment provision can, and should 
be, made which will guarantee us against 
this possibility, without having reverse 
to a measure of doubtful policy, sucn as a 
bounty in the form of a rebate. 

The question as to which, if any, of 
the different schedules of the tariff ought 
most properly to be revised does not enter 
into this matter in any way. We are 


concerned witn getting a friendly recip- | 
This ar- 


rocal arrangement with Cuba. 
rangement applies to all the articles that 
Cuba grows or produces. It is not in our 
power to determine what these articles 
shall ‘be, and any discussion of the tariff 
as it affects special schedules, or coun- 
tries other than Cuba, is wholly aside 
from the subject- matter to which I call 
your attention. 
No Damage in Reciprocity. 


Some of our citizens oppose the !ower- 
ing of the tariff on Cuban products, just 


i 
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as three years ago they opposed the ad- 
mission of the Hawaiian islands, lest 
free trade with them might ruin certain 
of our interests here. In the actua] event 
their fears prove baseless as regards Ha- 
wali, and their apprehensions as iv the 
damage to any industry of our own be- 
cause of the proposed measure of reci- 
procity with Cuba seems to me equally 
baseless, In my judgment no American 
industry will be hurt, and many Amerfi- 
can industries will be benefited by the 
proposed action. It is to our advantage 
as a nation that the growing Cuban mar- 
ket should be controlled by Américan pro- 
ducers. 

The events following the war with Spain 
and prospective building of the isthmian 
cana) render it certain that we must 
take in the future a far greater interest 
than hitherto in what happens throug- 
out the West Indies, Central America and 
the adjacent coasts and waters. We ex- 
pect Cuba to treat us on an exceptional 
footing politically, and we should put 
her in the same exceptional position eco- 
nomically. The proposed action is in line 
with the course we have pursued as re- 
gards al] the islands with which we have 
been brought into relations of varying in- 
timacy by the Spanish war. Porto Rico 
and Hawali have been included within our 
tariff lines to their great benefit as well 
as ours, and without any of the feared 
detriment to our own industries. Tne 
Philippines, which stand in a different 
relation, have been granted substantial 
concessions, 

Cuba is an independent republic, but 4 
republic which has assumed certain spe- 
cial obligations as regards her interna- 


| tional position in compliance with our 


request. I ask for her certain special 

economic concessions in return—economic 

concessions to benefit us as well as her. 
Generosity to Cuba Urged. 

There are few brighter pages in Ameri- 
can nistory than the page which tells of 
our dealings with Cuba during the past 
four years: On her behalf we waged a 
war of which the mainspring was gener- 
ous indignation against oppression; and 
we have kept faith absolutely. It is ear- 
nestly to be hoped that we will complete 
in the same spirit the record so well be- 
gun, and snow in our dealings with fuba 
that steady continuity of policy which it 
is essential for our nation to establish in 
foretgn affairs if we desire to play well 
our part as a world power. 

We are healthy and a powerful nation; 
Cuba is a young republic still weak, who 
owes to us her birth, whose whole future, 
whose very life, must depend on our atti- 
tude toward her. I ask that we help her 
as she struggles upward along the pafn- 
ful and difficult road of self-governing in- 
dependence. I ask this aid for her, be- 
cause she is weak, because she needs it, 
because we have already aided her. I 
ask that open-handed help, of a kind 
which self-respecting people can accept, 
be given to Cuba, for the very reuson 
that we have given her such help in the 
past. Our soldiers fought to give her 
freedom, and for three years our troops, 
civil and military, have toiled unceas- 
ingly, facing: disease ‘of’ a pecufiarly sin- 


ister and fatal type with patient and un- | 


complaining fortitude, to teacn hér how to 
use aright her new freedom. Never in 
history has any alien country been thus 
administered with such high integrity of 
purpose, such wise judgment, and such 
a single-minded devotion to tage country’s 
interests. Now I ask that the Cubans b@ 
given all possible chance to use to the 
best advantage the freedom of which 
Ameéricans have such right to be proud, 
and for which so many American lives 


ve been sacrificed.

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“Commercial Democracy” Has Gone 
to the Dogs and Roosevelt Is 
Condemning McLaurin and 
Capers—Carolina Sen- 
atorial Fight.

Washington, June 13.—(Specia!.)— 
President Roosevelt is very sore over 
the failure of his experiment to build 
up @ republican party in South Carolina 
by using Senator McLaurin and the in- 
dications are that in the distribution of 
federal offices in the Palmetto state in 
the future there will be a new deal. The 
president, in talking with republican 
senators, has manifested frritation over 
the trouble he has had in filling the 
South Carolina offices and has expressed 
in no uncertain terms his disappointment 
over both Senator McLaurin and John 
Capers, who has been acting as repub- 
lican referee for the state upon the in- 
dorsement of McLaurin. 

When.the nomination of Mr. Harris to 
be postmaster at Charleston was with- 
drawn, one of the leading republicans of 
the senate called upon the president and 
asked why this step had been taken. 
President Roosevelt explafned the diffi- 
culties surrounding the case of Mr. Har- 
ris because of the disclosures of his non- 
reldence, and then went on @ recite some 
of the troubles which he had met in en- 
deavoring to fil the South Carolina 
offices. He did not mince words in tell- 
ing why he was disappointed in the sit- 
uation in that state. 

He recalled that the most satisfactory 
appointment he has made—that of Mr. 
Cunningham to be-marshal—was made in 
the face of strong efforts of Senator 
McLaurin and Mr. Capers, who were 
doing all they could to secure the reap- 
pointment of Marshal Melton. He held 
these two gentlemen responsible also for 
the troubles over the nomination of Mr, 
Keoster as collector of internal revenue 
and Mr. Richardson as postmaster at 
Greenville. In pretty plain language he 
expressed his opinion that the combina- 
tion of McLaurin and Capers is a fail- 
uré in political leadership and intimated 
his purpose of loo®ing elsewhere for in- 
dorsements to South Carolina offices in 
the future. 

On the Anxious Bench. 

Some intimation of the president's feel- 
ings in this respect has reached Senator 
McLaurin, and the resuk-is he is ex- 
tremely nervous over his own fate. He 
believes he has g pfamise ftom the presi- 
dent -of the’ courtiof claims judgeship, 
which he has been so earnéstly seeking, 


but he realizes, thaé nothing is certain 


in politics until *% happens. He is afraid 
that the efforts of republican politicians 
to prevent the president giving so good 
an office to one whom they call a “dead 
one’’ "may cause the man fn the white 
house to overlook him. Then, too, he is 
disappointed over the failure of his 
friends to secure for him the indorse- 
ment of democratic senators. He started 
out by claiming that he had letters from 
a number of leading senators, but inves- 
tigation of these claims proves that they 
have no substantial basis. The list 
which this friends gave out contained 
seven or eight namés, but so far as can 
be ascertained not one of these democratic 
senators has sént to the -whité the de- 
sired letters of indorsement. 

This fact, and the further fact that 
there would surely be a fight over his 
confirmation, havé combined to make 
Senator McLaurin anything but happy. 
Now ‘his friends, who some time ago 
were claiming fhat his appointment 
would go in immediately after the vote 
upon the Philippines bill, ate hoping that 
it will go in as a récess appointment im- 
mediately after the adjournment of ‘con- 
gress, but they are not at all certain that 
this hope will be realized. 

Look Out for Evans. 

It would be just as well for candidates 
in the South Carolina senatorial race to 
keép out a sharp watchout for former 
Governor John Gary Evans, the latest 
aspirant for Senator Mclaurin’s seat. 
Last week Mr. Evans found occasion to 
make a trip to New York and incident-

It so 
happened, however, that Senator Till- 
man was out of the city at the time 
and Mr. Evans did not tarry in the na- 
tional capital long. This week Mr. 
Evans, on his return trip, again madé a 
stop over in Washington, with more sat- 
isfactory results. Senator Tillman, by 
this time, had returned and the former 
governor called at the capitol about 2 
o'clock in the afternoon and had a long 
confidential] chat with the senior senha- 
tor. What the result of that “heart to 
heart talk’’ was is not known with any 
degree of positiveness, but the fact that 
Mr. Evans afterwards took occasion to 
assert definitely that he would be in the 
senate race, hus stimulated gossip here 
in South Carolina circles to a consid- 
erable degree. 

Senator Tillman, when asked in re- 
gard to the matter today, replied that he 
had seen Mr. Evans and understood from 
him that he would certainly make the 
race. Senator Tillman, however, made 
the statement that he was keeping hands 
off in the race and intended to pursue 
that policy altogether. It is, thereforg; 
bélieved that while Mr. Evans did not 
succeed in securing the support of his 
former chiei.ain, he has at least been 
assured that the senator would not stand 
in his way, and he is, therefore, willing 
to take the chances of winning out. 

In view of numerous reports about this 
man and that man being ‘Tillman's 
candidate” for the senate, a statement 


“made by Senator Tillman today almost 


on the eve of the campaign, may prove 
of interest to those watching South 
carolina politics. 


Tillman Talks. 

‘“‘There is really no reason why I should 
mix up in this race,” said Senator Till- 
man, “nor do I intend to take the slight- 
est part in it one way or the other. It 
is true tnat before Evans entered the 
race there was but one candidate in the 
field, Representative Latimer, who had 
not at one time opposed me. For this 
reason, thinking to hurt Representative 
Iatimer’s chances for election, the report 
has been circulated that I was backing 
Latimer. It is untrue to say that I am 
‘backing’ any one of the candidates and 
tne circulators of this report can’t hurt 
Mr. Lamer’s chances by the gratuitous 
distribution of a falgehood. Now that 
Mr, Evans has definitely announced his 
candidacy for the senate, there will bé 
two of. my former supporters in the race. 
Another reason why I am not called upon 
to take a hand. 

‘But it should be remembered tnat none 
of the candidates in the race are run- 
ning for the senate against me. They are 
after the junior senatorship, and because 
in the past the other candidates—Mr. El- 
liott, Mr. Hemphill, Mr. Hendersoh and 
Mr. Johnstone—have been political oppo- 
nents of mine does not seem to me to fur- 
nish either an excuse or a reason for 
my meddling In the gume, 

“It is a rule adopted in the nineties 
that no one who is not a candidate shall 
be allowed to gpeak in the campaign. 
That rule met my approval at the time 
of its adoption and it meets mine now. 
You can, therefore, say that any report 
circulated by anybody to the effect that I 
am backing Latimer, Evans or any of the 
otner senatorial candidates is not only 
without authority, Dut is absolutely false. 
I have said this several times before and 
I assert it again on the eve of the cam- 
paign.”’ 

This leaves the candidates with an open 
field. No one will be able to raise the 
cry of Tillmanism, for no one ig for or 
against that ‘“‘ism”’’ in the race. It is 
felt here that the senator has done the 
square thing Dy all of the candidates in 
keeping hands off and it is believed that 
the race is thereby made closer than ever. 


Caused Much Talk. 


Naturally the fact that John Gary 
Evans had come all the way to Wasning- 


-ton to have a conference wiitu Tillman 


created considerable alarm among the 
friends of the other candidates kere, as 
ft was not known whether the senator 
wold give him any encouragement in his 
aspirations or not. Friends of Evans 
say-tnat his only reason in approaching 
Senator Tillman was to receive the as- 
surance that the latter would be albso- 
lutely neutral in the race. It is a signifi- 
cant fact, however, that Mr. Evans, on 
his way to New York, while he stated 
that he was in the race, left himself a 
loop hole of escape in the further asser- 
tion that he was to consult a specialist 
in the metropolis as to whether his health 
would be endangered by entering the 
campaign. Having been assured that he 
was sound enough physically to go up 
against the game, he stopped over in the 
national capital to consult ‘“‘Specialist’’ 
Tillman as to the political side of the 
cage and his definite statement after the 
Tillman interview that he was in the race 
to the finish indicates that the diagnosis 
of the senatorial specialist was satisfac- 


try. 
First To Fight McLaurin. 

John Gary Evans will “play up’ in 
his campaign the claim that he was the 
first to get on to McLaurin’s republican 
game. He will point to the fact that he 
was charging the junior senator with de- 
sertion from the democratic party way 
back in 1897, when he opposed him in the 
race to succeed the late Senator Earle. 
By priority of opposition he will argué 
the people should realize his right to 
election as McLaurin’s successor. Mr. 
Latimer will reply to this as he did at the 
Union meeting by saying that as between 
two ‘bad tasting medicines, McLaurin and 
Evans, he chose McLaurin as the least 
objectionable to his digestion, 

The entrance of Mr. Evans into the 
race, say friends of Hemphill, Elliott and 
Johnstone, has greatly increased tae 
chances of one of these candidates get- 
ting into the second race. Some months 
ago the prediction was made here in 
South Carolina circles that the senatorial 
race lay between Henderson and Latimer, 
with both playing for Tillman’s support. 
Elliott’s entrance into the race, said Hen- 
derson men, lessened their candidates 
chances of success and left Mr. Latimer 
decidedly in the lead. The appearance of 
another “reform’’ candidate in the fleld 
will naturally detract to some extent 
from Mr. Latimer’s vote and will there- 
by offset tne effect of Colonel Elliott's 
candidacy vpon Mr. Henderson's chances. 

This develooment has furnished the 
friends of Mr. Hempnul and Colonel El- 
liott with considerable encouragement 
and they predict that as the campaign 
progtesses these two candidates will come 
to the front and make it exceedingly 
close for some one at the finish. As a 
matter of fact, while four of the six candi- 
Gates in the race were once opposed to 
Senator Tiliman, it is stated here in Pal-

BY GOVERNMENT 


Irigation Bill Has Passed Both 
House and Senale 


President Favors the Measure and 
Will Undoubtedly Sign—It Em- 
barks the Government in a 
Scheme To Reclaim the 
Arid Lands. 


Washington, June 13.—The house today 
passed the irrigation bill by a vote of 
146 to 55 Many amendments were of- 
fered, but only one, except those offered 
by the committee, was adopted. It was 
of a minor character. The bill already 
has passed the senate. The friends of 
the measure greeted the announcement 
of its passage with a round of applause. 

The bill as passed creates a reclama- 
tion fund for the sale of public lands 
in Arizona, California, Colorado, Idaho, 
Kansas, Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, 
New Mexico, North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Oregon, South Dakota, Utah, Washing- 
ton and Wyoming, less the amount paid 
to local land offices and 5 per cent due 
to the state under existing laws for ed- 
ucational purposes, the reclamation fund 
to be used for the construction and main- 
tenance of irrigation works in the states 
and territories enumerated. 

Provision is made for the payment by 
the treasury of deficiencies in the allow- 
ances to agricultural colleges owing to 
this disposition of public lands. 

Authority of Secretary. 

The secretary of the interior is author- 
ized to examine, survey and construct 
the irrigation works and report the cost 
thereof to congress at each session. 

Section 4 provides for the letting of 
contracts contemplated in the sections 
when the necessary funds are availabls 
in the reclamation fund for such sec- 
tion. 

Section 5 provides that ‘“‘no right -to 
the use of water for land in private 
ownership shall be sold for a tract ex- 
ceeding 160 acres to any one land owner, 
and no such right shall permanently at- 
tach until all payments therefor are 
made, and no such sale shall be made 
to any land owner unless he be an 
actual, bona fide resident on such land 
or occupant thereof residing in the 
neighborhood of said land.”’ 

Sectian 6 authorizes the secretary to 
use the reclamation fund for the opera- 
tion and maigtenance of the irrigation 
works. 

Section 8 requires state control over 


waters of non-navigable streams such | 


as are used in irrigaffon. 


Roosevelt Backing Irrigation. 
President Roosevelt is using his influ- 
ence in every possible way to secure the 
enactment of the Irrigation bi]] into law 
at the present session of congress. . His 
interest 


with senators. and representatives, in 
which he urged upon them thé necessity 
for such a law. Representative Mondell, 
of Wyoming, saw him today and at his 
request the president wrote a personal 
letter to Chairman Cannon, of the house 
committee on appropriatiomgs, in which 
he strongly expressed his views on the 
subject and indulged the hope that early 
and favorable action would be taken. 
Upon leaving the white house Mr. Mon- 
del] said that the president had heen of 
vast help to the Irrigation cause, and 
was himself confident that the bill drawn 
by the joint committee of western sen- 
ators and members would pass.

LEMLY WILL BE RETIRED. 


Man Who Fought Schley Adjudged 
Unfit for Service. 

Washington, suhe 13.—(Special.)—Judge 
Advocate General Lemly went before a 
retiring board today and was adjudged 
sufficiently unfit for service to warrant 
his being placed on the retired list. 

Captain Lemly had decided to apply for 
sea service and the matter was under 
consideration, but he changed his mind 
and made application for retirement with 
the result announced. By retiring while 
holding the office of judge advocate gen- 
eral he goes on the list with the rank 
of captain, which means a life salary 
of nearly $3,000, while if he had gone to 
sea he would have been retired at a 
lesser rank, his position in the line be- 
ing that of Heutenant commander. He 
was appointed to the naval academy from 
North Carolina. 

It is an interesting coincidence that the 
board which sat on his case was pre- 
sided over by Captain Cook, who com- 
manded the Brooklyn, Admiral Schiey’s 
flag ship, while Lemly’s chief claim for 
fame comes from his opposition to Schley. 


MAN AND WOMAN DROWNED. 


Sloop Is Capsized Near Chester Pa.,

Chester, Pa., June 13.—Captain Hannet 
Robbins, of Port Norris, N. J., and Mrs. 
Pluma Haines, of Camden, N. J. were 
drowned this afternoon opposite this city 
by the capsizing of the sloop Henry 9. 
Robbins, Port Norris, for Philadelphia, 
laden with oyster shells. 

On the yacht at the time of the accident 
besides those above mentioned, were Miss 
Lizzie Jones, of Camden, and Robert Reed 
and Charles F. Burton, of Port Norris. 

When opposite this city the sloop was 
caught in a sudden gust of wind and in 
& moment all] of the occupants were 
struggling in the water. The U. 8S. launca 
Cadét, with a surveying party on board, 
which was near at hand, hurried to the 
rescue, but Captain Robbins and Mrs. 
Hiaines had already disappeared. The 
others were taken from the water and 
conveyed to the hospital in this city, 
whence they left shortly afterwards for 
their homes. 

The bodies of Captain Robbins and Mrs. 
Haines have not yet been recovered.

FROM VOLCANO MOUTH 


Kilauna on the Island of Hawaii Is in Eruptions-Erup- 
tion Is Accompanied by Ezrthquake Shocks 
First Eruption in Ten Years. 


Honolulu, June 6, via San Francisco, 
June 13.—(Correspondence of the Asso- 
ciated Press.)\—The volcano Kilauna, on 
Hawali, has broken loose again, accord- 
ing to a report received today by steamer. 
Flames and smoke are rising above the 
crater. The outbreak took place June 3 
and up to the time of the last reports 
from Hawaii, dated yesterday, it was still 
continuing. The outbreak has been fore- 
shadowed for many days by an increase 
over the normal volume of smoke com- 
Ing from the erater. There also have 
been slight earthquakes. No eruptions 
of lava or ashes have taken place. 

This is the first time Kilauna has made 
such a demonstration for about ten years, 
although there has been erm tions from 
other parts of the mountain of Mauna

The general feeling of anxiéty here has 
not abated. There has been no big erup- 
tion since May 30, but the appearance 
of the volcano igs not reassuring. There 
are frequent emissions of black steam. 
The American scientists, Professor Ed- 
mund O. Hovey, assistant curator of the 
American museum of natura} history, 
New York, and George C. Curtis, of Har- 
vard university, made another ascent of 
the Soufriere, from the east, Monday 
last. They heard the rumbling of boiling 
wateF in the old crater when half a mile 
off, waited until the fog cleared and 
found the southeast crater quiescent. The 
old ridge that used to run from the 
saddie to the bottom of the crater re- 
mains. There is no water in this crater. 
The Americans did not venture to ap- 
proach the old crater. 

Professor Hovey says that, apparently, 
the crater of the 1812 eruption took no 
part in the recent outbreak, and so far as 
he and Mr. Curtis could see no streams of 
molten rock, like those which issued 
from Mount Vesuvius, have flowed, only 
superheated steam, old lava, ashes, etc., 
having been thrown out. 


AMERICANS ARE PRESENTED > 
TO EDWARD AND ALEXANDRA 


London, June 13.—King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra held the fifth and final 
court of the season at Buckingham pal- 
ace this evening. It was raining hard 
and a cold wind was blowing and the 


weather was worse, if possible, than that | 


which marked the four inclement nights 
of the previous courts. The scene inside 
Buckingham palace was particularly bril- 
liant, however, as the Japanese and 
Korean embassies to the coronation of the 
king, who have just arrived in England 
and who attended court, were quite as 
splendidly attired as were the Indian 
princes present. 

The royal party included the Princess 
Victoria and the prince of Wales. All 
the members of the special mission from 
the United States to the coronation of 
King Edward were present and the offi- 
cers were ali inetheir full dress uniforms. 

The Americans presented to their ma- 
jesties in the diplomatic circle included 
Whitelaw Reid, the American envoy to 
the coronation, and Mrs. Reid; Mrs. Law- 
rence Townsend, wife of the minister of 
the United States to Belgium; General 
Wilson and Admiral Watson, represent- 
ing respectively the United States army 
and navy at the coronation of the king; 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Pierpont Morgan, Jr.; 
Edmond L. Bayless and William Wet- 
more, secretary to the special coronation 
embassy, and Mrs. Bayless; Commander 
W. 8. Cowles, formerly United States 
naval attache at London, and Mrs. 
Cowles; Lieutenant EB. H. Watson, son 
of Admiral Watson; Colonel Borup and 
Colonel John Biddle, who accompanied 
General Wilson. 

King Edward held a special court at 


Buckingham palace today for the recep- 
tion of addresses from the lord mayor, 
Sir Joseph C. Dimsdale, and the corpora- 
tion, and from the London county coun- 
cil, congratulating his majesty on the 
restoration of peace. The king took oc- 
casion to express his sentiments on the 
subject more fully known heretofore and 
the tactful recognition which he made 
of the sterling qualities of the Boers 
will doubtless materially aid in the work 
of appeasement to South Africa. On this 
point the king said: 

“You give fitting expression to the ad- 
miration universally felt for the v@lor 
and endurance of the officers and men 
who have been engaged in fighting their 
country’s battles. They have been op- 
posed by a brave and determined people 
and had to encounter unexampled diffi- 
culties. These gifficulties were cheerfully 
overcome by steady and persistent effort 
and those who were our opponents, will 
now, I rejoice to think, become our 
friends. It is my earnest hope that by 
mutual cooperation and good wil the bit- 
ter feelings of the past may speedily be 
replaced by ties of loyalty and friendship 
and that an era of peace and prosperity 
may be in store for South Africa.”’ 


Wheeler and Evans Welcomed. 
A dinner of welcome was given tonight 
to General Joseph Wheeler, Henry Clay 
Evans, the new consul general, and 
Congressman English, of Indiana, at 
which many representative Americans 
and Englishmen were present. The din- 
ner was originated by L#ndsey Russell, 
and his first idea was to confine his 
guests to the Americans in London who 
came from. southern states alone, but 
the idea was gradually enlarged until

OVER VENEZUELA 


Business at Standstil Owing to 
Revolutionary Movement 


Highwayman—Secretary Hay Is 
Taking Steps To Have the 
Interests of Americans 
Protected. 


Kingston, Jamaica, June 13.—The Brit- 
ish steamer Trent, which afrived here 
today from Wes Indian ports, brought 
papers and letters from Venezuela dated 
June 4, but they did not contain anything 
regarding the report from Berlin of the 
bombardment of LaGuayra, although it 
was known that President Castro had 
decided upon extreme measures to regain 
possession of Cuidad Bolivar and other 
towns captured by the rebels. 

Business is at a standstill everywhere 
in Venezuela, especially at LaGuayra, 
Caracas and Valencia. Much indignation 
nas been created in the republic by the 
imprisonment General Fonseca in 
consequence of his failure to meet Pres- 
ident Castro’s call for $200,000, and also 
by the president’s call on the widow of 
General Guzman Blanco, a former pres- 
ident, for a similar amount. 

The new cabinet, with General Garrido 
as war ninister, is more unpopular than 
its predecessor and is gaining increased 
sympathy for the Matos (revolutionary) 
party. 
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Hay After Venezuela. 

Washington, June 13.—Secretary Hay 
has requcsted from Mr. Bowen, at Cara- 
cas, by cable, a statement of the condi- 
tion of affairs in Venezuela, particularly 
with reference to shipping. Some time 
ago the National Asphalt Company was 
considerably embarrassed in its efforts 
to prevent and otherwise supply its force 
of employees at La Felicidad by reason 
of a clash between the government 
forces and the insurgents on the coast 
near that point. The Venezuelan consul 
at Willemstad, Island of Trinidad, re- 
fused to clear the Company’s ship Viking 
for the mainland because her destination 
was in the hands of the insurgents and 
was in a state of blockade. With a good 
deal of difficulty Mr. Bowen succeeded 
in getting the vessel through, it being 
spacially urged that the companys em- 
ployees were in great distress for lack 
of supplies. Now the Orinoco Trading 
Company is having similar trouble in 
operating its ships between the Vene- 
zuelan ports, which are occupied indis- 
criminately by government and rebel 
forces, and the state department is en- 
deavoring to see what can be done to 
relieve comrmmerce from annoyance.

HEART ON THE RIGHT SIDE. 


Didn’t Know It Until He Applied for 
a Life Insurance Policy. 
Brooklyn Eagle: There is a young 
man in Brooklyn whose heart is lit- 
efally on his right side. He is 
John P. Stafford, a popular young 
school teacher, who lives at 67 Fourth 
place. Up till a few weks ago Mr. Staf- 
ford never dreamed that his heart was 
anywhere but on that side of his body 
where it is generally supposed that all 

men’s hearts lie. 

What is more remarkable, Mr. Staf- 
ford’s heart has been found to be per- 
fectly normal. He has just taken out a 
life insurance policy, after undergoing a 
rigid examination by the company’s corps 
of medical examiners. 

It was not until he made application for 
a life insurance policy that Mr. Stafford 
discovered that his vital organ was on 
the right side of his body. A few days 
after he made application, in accordance 
with the usual custom, he was notified to 
paresent himself to the society's doctor. 

The first thing the doctor did was to 
ook for Mr. Stafford’s heart. To his 
great surprise he failed to find it in the 
usual spot, and then remembering that 
there have been cases of the sort before, 
he examined the right side of the appli- 
cant’s body. He found the organ there, 
sure enough, and its action as regular as 
clockwork. 

“Your heart is on the right side of 
your body, young man,’’ the doctor gaid 
to Mr. Stafford, after he had satisfied 
himself that there could be no mistake. 

The young school teacher's surprise 
was not less than that of the phisician’s, 
and he went home feeling, as he says him- 
gelf, that his body had passed through 
something similar to an earthquake. 

The physician who examined the young 
ran, being unwilling to take upon him- 
self the responsibility of accepting him, 
although he found him to be in good 
physical condition, decided to bring the 
matter to the attention of the chief ex- 
aminer and his associates. 

After a few days Mr. Stafford was 
summoned befcre the entire board of phy- 
sicians and examined again. Each mem- 
ber of the board came to the conclusion 
thet although his heart was on the right 
side of his body, as a risk Mr. Stafford 
was sound. 

Accordingly, on thair recommendaticn, 
a policy in the amount for which he had 
made application was issucd to the young 


an. 
"Mr. Stafford is in perfect health. He 
has suffered little from sickness, and his 
neart has never troubied him. He says 
that he always had a faint idea that there 
was something peculiar about it, al- 
though he did not know what the pese- 
ide, 


liarity was. He has noticed the ita- 
tions of the organs on the rigat s but 
never suspect that it was because his 
heart was there. 

Mr. Stafford has been teaching in the 
pubiic schools in this borcugh for the last 
two years, and is a graduate of St. Fran- 
cis’ college and of.the Teachers’ Training 
school in Jamaica. He is well known in 
the section where he lives. He is unmar- 
ried and about 4 years of age. *

Castro Is Procuring Funds Like a 


IRISH LEAGUE 
BEING FOUGHT 


Writs Have Been Issued 
Against Many Members of 
Parliamentary Party. 


MOVE MADE BY LANDLORDS 
IS BACKED BY GOVERNMENT 


Redmond Says That I Is the Most 
Stringent Action Yet Taken, but 
He Is Confident That the 
League Will Be Vic- 
toric2s.

Dublin, June 18.—At the instance of 
Lord DeFreyne a writ has been issued 
against a, large number of members of 
the Irish parliamentary party on the 
charge of conspiracy in connection with 
the tenant troubles on the DeFreyne 
estate, Roscommon county. Among the 
defendants are John Redmond, John Dil- 
ion, W. J. O’Brien, Judge Swift MacNeil&, 
Conor O’Kelly and the members of the 
standing committee of the United Irish 
League, which includes Michael Davitt 
and a number of former members of par- 
liament. The Freeman's Journal is also a 
defendant. Lord DeFreyne seeks an in- 


junction and damages. 

Altogether thirty writs have been issued 
in the DeFreyne action. The action is 
really taken by the Landlords’ Associa- 
tion and it is the beginning of a struggie 
of the organized landlords against the 
United Zrish League, which is likely to 
be severe and far reaching, as the land- 
lords have ample backing. 

John Redmond in an interview today 
frankly admitted that this was the big- 
gest move the landlords, with the sup- 
port of Dublin castle, had yet undertaken 
against the Irish national movement. He 
said he regarded the DeFreyue action as 
evidence of recognition of the fact that 
the attempt of Mr. Wyndham, the chief 
Psecretary for Ireland, to suppress the 
United Irish League had failed and that 
in his mind there was no doubt that 
Dublin castle was an active ally in the 
prosecution. Mr. Redmond was equally 
confident of the issue. He said: 

“The Irish leaders may be imprisoned 
for indefinite periods and their property 
may be attached, yet ultimately the 
Irish cause will triumph.” 

Colonel Saunderson, a conservative 
member of the house of commons and 
lord lieutenant of County Cavan, in an 
interview on the subject~- said: 

‘Yes, an organized attack must be met 
by organized action and the Irish land- 
lords have now resolved to take such 
action. The same course will be follow- 
ed wherever they are attacked by the 
league. I am happy to say that there are 
sufficient funds behind the landlords to 
fight any battles which may arise,”’ 

William Regmond, James O’ Kelly, Pat- 
rick O’Brien, John Hayden, Sir Thomas 
Esmonde, Patrick McHugh and some of 
the best known priésts in Ireland are 
also among the defendants in the action 
of Lord DeFreyne.

The flames began in the foundry and 
machine works and the long period of 
hot, dry weather had well prepared the 
buildings of the little city for the rapid 
spread of the flames. A light wind was 
blowing and with flerce rapidity the fire 
epread from buildfng to building until the 
entire town Was a@ seething mass of

The place has no water works and all 
the terror-stricken people could do was 
to save what little they could, and then, 
almost prostrate, flee from the awful 
heat.

STRIKERS, AWE 
NY THE TROOP 


Situation Seems To Be Improv- 
ing at Pawluckel, A. | 


At the Slightest Evidence of Disorder 


the Soldiers Acted—It Is Be- 
lheved Troops Will Soon Be 
Removed—Situation 
in the Coal Regions. 


Pawtucket, R. L, June 13.—Action which 
the authorities hope means the beginning 
of the end of the reign of violence incident 
to the street railway strike was taken to- 
day by High Sheriff Hunter C. White, 
who removed his deputy sheriffs from the 
street cars. He did this on reports made 
to him that the deputies served no good 
purpose, but incited the crowds to vi0o- 
lence, 

After the withdrawal of these men the 
city became quiet. The 1,500 troops or- 
dered out by Governor Kimball yesterday 
are still on duty, but if conditions change 
they will be withdrawn gradually, the 
first installment to leave tomorrow. 

There was no rioting during the day. 
Seven men were arrested for misdemean- 
ors committed on Pawtucket avenue, the 


route of cars from Providence to this! 


city. The lines of the Pawtucket city 
system of the United Traction Company 
were not in operation and the lines in 
Central Falls, Cumberland and Albion, 
suburban towns, were tied up. Tomor- 
row it is proposed to reopen the city sys- 
tem under the protection of the police, as- 
sisted by the militia. 

When the first car of the Pawtucket ave- 
nue line reached the city today it was 
guarded by companies of militia and 
troops of cavairy, with machine guns 
trailing along. The car was escorted 
safely pas@ the point where the attacks 
of yesterday were made. The crowd kept 
on the move and as soon as there was 
a sign of demonstration arrests were 
made, the prisoners being locked up at 
the state armory. They will be turned 
over to the police. After that cars on the 
avenue were operated without further 
hindrance. 

The military authorities, who were yes- 
terday somewhat doubtful as to their 
authority, grasped the situation with vig- 
or today. Orders were, issued to take 
notice of every infraction of the peace and 
to arrest all who refused to obey their 
commands. Persons found shouting, plac- 
ing obstructions on the trac@g@ or seen 
demonstrating were arrested at sight and 
if any pronounced demonstration was 
made by a mob the orders were to 
warn the assemblage and then shoot, if 
the injunctions were not Treeded. 

The boy who was shot in the neck by 
a deputy yesterday was still alive this 
evening. 

This afternoon Mayor Fitzgerald ordered 
al] the saloons closed in order to keep 
down any possible disturbances during 
the evening. 


COAL STRIKERS WORKING 


TO BRING OUT EVERY MAN 
Wrilkesbarre, Pa, June. 18.—The work 
of the strikers in attempting to bring out 
all men who are still in the employ of 
the coal companies goes steadily on. Their 
campaign against the engineers, firemen 
and pumpmen is nearly over, most of 
these being out; and the union is now 
paying more attention to fire bosses, 
clerks and others who have taken the 
Places of those who quit. Pressure is 
being brought to bear on them in every 
possible way. 

The miners’ union ig now planning to 
expel from the organization all engineers, 
firemen and pumpmen who have not yet 
obeyed the strike order. They have been 
given until] tomorrow ‘night to join the 
strikers and if they do not quit they will 
be expelled and their names published 
throughout the region as “unfair’’ work- 
men. | 

The leaders, as a rule, will not talk on 
the matter of boycotting, but the rank 
and file of the strikers openly admit 
that they try to boycott all men whom 
they look upon as ‘being ‘“‘unfair’’ work- 
ers. Tradesmen are induced not to sup- 
ply food to tne families of those men 
and they are also subjected to other an- 
noyances, 

Nothing developed here today which in 
any way changed the strike situation. 
President Mitchell had nothing to give 
out regarding the West Virginia situa- 
tion, 

Strikers Losing Ground. 

Bluefield, W. Va., June 13.—In the Flat 
Top region tne striking miners are stead- 
ily losing ground and the operators pre- 
dict that within a week the strike will 
be a thing of the past. A large percent- 
age of the men returned to work today 
and the loading throughout the field was 
almost double that of yesterday. In the 
Tug river district it is different. But lit- 
tle coal was delivered tnere today. ‘sue 
output of this district is small compared 
with the Elkhorn or Flat Top r@rions 
proper. The march of the strikers through 
the ficld today amounted to comparative- 
lv nothing.

Roanoke, Va. June 13.—The officials of 
the Norfolk and Western raffway stated 
today that the situation in the PocahS$n- 
tas coa) fields is improved and the pros- 
pects for a resumption of work with full 
forces of miners are brighter than at any 
time since the strike was declared. There 
has been a gradual increase in the num- 
ber of strikers returning to work during 
the week and today one mine is working 
100 more union men than on yesterday.

Every operation heard from is getting 
out some coal, and it is thought from 
what reports have come ffom the fields 
that forty-five operations out of a total 
of forty-six are at work. The officials 
are of the opinion that the entire field 
will have resumed its normal conditions 
by the middle of next week at the latest.

HAVANA LOOKS FOREIGN: _ 
INDEPENDENCE NOT ALL JOY 


One Would Scarcely Believe That Changes Could 


Be So Completes-Cubans Have 
Their Woes. 


‘Havana, June 9.—(Special Correspon- 
dence.)—One cou.d scarcely believe what 
@ change has taken place in the appear- 
ance of Havana in less than two weeks. 


| It is easy now to realize that Americans 


are in a foreign land. The familiar 
figure of the United States soldier has 
disappeared. The few artillerymen who 
remain seem to keep within barracks at 
Santa Clara and Cabana, for they are 
not seen on the streets. 

In the treasury building, where for 
more than three years the blue-coated 
boys have kept watch and ward night 
and day, is seen the undersized, sleepy 
detail from tue rural guard. For three 
years and more the American soldier 
stood at his post guarding the funds of 
Cuba, gun in hands, alert, aggressive. 
He stood there many times facing and 
meeting death in the form of yellow 
fever. On one occasion, in 1900, two of 
the guards were attacked simultaneously 
with the fever, but standing guard until 
religf could come, both dying within a 
few hours. The rural guard fellows sit 
in the doorways, the safes behind them, 
guns stacked in the corner. Their friends 
gather about, and they smoke and chat 
and while away the hours as only a 
Latin knows how to do. 

In the postoffice one must possess his 
soul in patience these days. The Amer- 
icans are not to the front, and the Cuban 
does not see why a letter is any more 
needed at 8 than at 9 o’clock, and why 
folks should make such a fuss over a 
few letters and papers. About the pal- 
ace the single policeman on duty dozes 
at his post, and the few clerks in the 
offices seem to be taking a rest. Every- 
where it is the same. The only awaken- 
ing is at night, when the usual procession 
of natives is seen on the Prado and 
malecon. Even these do not seem as 
cheery and demonstrative as of yore. 

Independence Not All Joy. 

The fact is, Cuba is in trouble. 

Independence is not all joy. 

The president has been making a whole- 
sale sweep of employees in every depart- 
ment, The Americans, of course, in great 
part, expected to go. Most of them were 
already out, and leaving the island on 
every boat. Their fellow-clerks, the Cu- 
bans, naturaldy supposed that they were 
safe in their positions, for, while it was 
understood that a great reduction in the 
force would be made, the departure of 
the Americans was considered all that 
would be needed. Not, so, however. 
Hundreds of Cubans are today without a 
post. 

Mr. Palma has iost no time in turning 
these unsuspecting men out into the 
streets. Nor are they given a day’s 
warning, nor an hour. Many have left 
their desks at night to find in the morn- 
ing that they were dismissed. This has 
entailed endless suffering. The Latin is 
an improvident creature at best, and lives 
up to his income, especially a govern- 
ment clerk. Then, feeling secure in his 
job, he spent all he had in rejoicing over 
the coming of the man who has now left 
him penniless, and, in many cases, in 
debt. The gloomy, disappointed faces 
seen at every turnis pathetic. One notes 
it 6specialfy tn the cafes, where a few 
weeks agg the Cuban .was at kis jolliest, 
ordering @ bountiful meal, enjoying his 
wine, smoking his choice cigars, enter- 
taining his friends. Now the few, com- 
paratively, who still frequent their old- 
time resorts, order but a frugal meal, 
often but milk or coffee and bread. They 
sit in gloomy silence or discourse ex- 
citedly with fellow-sufferers. The minor- 
ity who still have their jobs look on and 


‘listen apprehensively. They already see 


the handwriting on the wall. 

Of course, one employee or  offictal 
thrown out of work means distress in a 
descending scale through many ramifi- 
cations. The bread winner without funds 
must discharge his servants. Tne laun- 
dress and the seamstress likewise find 
themselves minus work. The purchases 
made of dealers in supplies fal to the 
minimum. ‘These in turn decrease their 
outkay, and hence it goes on. What are 
these people going to do? President Palma 
says the government force must be cut 
to tne utmost limit, in numbers and in 
salaries, The stores and shops are already 
over-supplied with employees. There are 
no factories. The flelds are teeming with 
laborers, many of these kept at work 
only through the liberality of the planter, 
wno himself is ving on nis reserved 
capital or on borrowed money. ‘The mil- 
itary government has been steadily de- 
creasing the number and size of asylums, 
hospitals, ete. It looks now as if the 
new repivbdlic must return to former con- 
ditions in this line, for soon the cry. for 
thread will be heard. 

Pawnshops Are Increasing. 

The pawnshops, recently almost.  de- 
Meted of stock by enthusiastic buyers, are 
again full of the most beautiful things. 
Ten new pawnshops haye vpened up in 
one section of the city recently. People 
are parting with the Httle they have 
managed to save from the wreck oT their 
fortunes during the war. Manv of these 
things were pawned by these festive-lov- 
ing Cubans In order to do theft share of 
the merrv-making at the birth of the re- 
public. believing it possfhle to redeem 
them in a few days or wecks. It is safe 
to say that Dut little of the jewels, the 
plate, the objects of art. tne antiques, 
the old-world furniture, will ever revert 
to the original owners. 

Just a few days ago I tried to cheer a 
heartbroken widow, mothér of an affiict- 
ed boy. who. through the kindness of 
Chief Clerk Steinnart at the valace, had 
been given some Iight work. vielding him 
a support. The boy is now dismissed and 
his poor mother, one of these helpless 
Cubans, of good family, utteriv without 
resources. She lost husband and sone and 
relatives in the war for independence, 
and now fs without a relative but this 
weakly boy, and without a dollar. What 
is independence to her. The coming of 
the republic, as she says, for which this 
boy’s father and brothers died, means but 
suffering to her and him. 

Don Tomas Not Charitable. 

It would seem that Von ‘lomas might 
have taken a little more time, have form- 
ed some project to save these people from 
such distress. He is living in a paiace, 


furnished, supplied with servants, car- 
riages, horses, with the salary that Lin- 
coln received. It is not seen that ne 
has offered to relinquish a dollar of his 
salary, while he ts endeavoring to get 
the senators and members of congress to 
accept a very small salary, or none at all. 
He has grudgingly agreed to $3,600 for a 
senator, and this is really out of propor- 
tion to the revenues of the island. Manuel j 
Sanguily, that firebrand in the senate, is 
fighting for more, and he said on Sat- 
urday that if the repupiic couid not pay 
the president, vice president and congress 
a decent salary then ft ought not to ex- 
ist. One of his colleagues retorted, call- 
ing him an annexauonist, etc. 

While the president has been urging 
congress to make an appropriation of 
$100,000 for extraordinary expenses of gov- 
ernment and provide for the annual bud- 
get, both branches are devoting their at- |

tention to securing their own “‘sueldos.’’ 
Everything else is laid on the table until 
this important matter can be settled. To- 
day the senate meets in gecret session to 
vote wpon this matter. 

The Work of Congress. 

On Friday the president sent to the sen- 
ate the names of Gonzalo Quesada and 
Jose Zayas, his selection as minister to 
Washington and consul general at New 
York, respectively. ‘he senate held them 
up. Manuel Sanguily and Salvador Cis- 
neros opposing the confirmation. One 
senator. stated that without considering 
the merits of either party, ae considered 
it a gracious thing to confirm the nomi- 
nations, as they were the first made by 
the president. But Cisneros and San- 
guily are leading in the opposition, and it 
is safe to say the senate will be a house 
divided against itself from this time on. 

According to the constitution, congress 
is to meet twice a year, the sessions not 
less than forty days each. Congress was 
convened on May 5, therefore this first 
session will doubtless prolong itself far 
beyond the forty days. It would have 
been wiser to have made the provision 
not more than forty days. Give a Cuban 
a chance to exercise what ne considers 
his oratorical powers, and time is left 
out of account with him. 

A significant event was noted a few 
days since. The procession of Corpus 
Christi was passing the palace, the arch- 
bishop, with attending canons, magnifi- 
cently robed, walking under the canopy, 
bearing the host, the procession made up 
of priests, sisters, religious orders, school 
children, acolytes, etc. A vast crowd 
stood about the palace and in the Plaza 
de Armas awalitiong the appearance of 
the dignitaries. The president showed 
himself on the balcony. Some few peo- 
ple on the other balconies of the palace 
raised a feeble cheer, but the crowd be- 
low maintained a dead silence. The men 
did not even take off their hats. This 
within ten days from the inauguration. 
And last week the crowds shottted them- 
selves hoarse at every view of the chief 
magistrate. 

Absence of English Language. 

Another change in the city is the ab- 
sence of the English language. A few 
weeks ago one neard as much English 
as Spanish on the streets and in the 
cafes, hotels and shops, while in the de- 
partments English was the official tongue. 
Now the reverse is true. While Mr. 
Palma, after thirty years’ residence in 
the Unjted States, speaks perfect Eng- 
lish, this is not true of his cabinet. The 
vice president does not speak English. 
It is hard to find a member of congress 
who understands English. Cubans who 
have been bending every energy to master 
English -n .me last few years are giad 
now to lay down their arms and revert 
to their mother tongue. A clerk in a 
store beamed on an American when he 
could reply in a few halting phrases in 
the latter’s tongue, but he is rapidly for- 
getting all he knew. The public schools 
have been supplied with teachers of Eng- 
lish, but, as economy is being so frigor- 
ously enforced, it is thought that this 
branch will be eliminated at the begin- 
ning of the next scholastic year, thus 
throwing more people out of work. Sev- 
eral private schools in Havana, which 
have employed American teachers and 
enforced English conversations among 
the pupils, are not providing for this 
branch for the coming year. ‘‘Cuba for 
the Cubans” it is, 4nd will be in every 
respect. 

People Have Hazy Ideas. 

It is astonishing to see what hazy ideas 
the people have of the functions and 
powers of congress, while the president, 
to them, is a dictator. As to the cabinet, 
they have no ideas at all. Not one per- 
son in ten thousand in Cuba has ever 
read the constitution, or knows what it 
is. No instruction is given in the schools 
regaruing the form of government under 
which they live, nor does the press en- 
deavor to enlighten people on this line, 
though the edi.or of one of the leading 
daWies in Havana is a member of the 
house, and there are five editors in the 
senate. 


Cuba Will Bea Bedouin Republic. 


Cuba may get along some how, though. 
The people can live on very little, if they 
must. Those in the cities can sleep in a 
hole in the wall ang sit in the street or 
in the patio. taney do not need money for 
fuel. hey can live on bread and sour 
wine, both of which are cheap. The 
country people can manage with a hut 
of palm branches. Bananas and cocoa- 
nuts and yueca and boniatos are to be 
had for the gathering. They will sustain 
life. But what is to become of the 
schools, the public works, the improve- 
ments initiated by the Americans? 

The republic will live, but it will: live 
the life of a Bedouin, a child of Ishmael. 
The most beautiful spot in all the world 
given over to degradation and poverty.

HAS BEEN SELLING HAMS 
WAY BELOW MARKET PRICE 


Armour Packing Company Has Been 
Missing Meat for Some Time, 
and the Detectives Think 
They Have the Thief 
in Custody. 


Macon, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—For 
Bome time the Armour Packing Com- 
Pahy at Macon has been missing hams 
from their establishment, but they could 
not discover the thief. Fully 1,200 to 
1.500 pounds, of a value from $180 to $200, 
have been stolen during the past two 
months. A few days ago the aid of City 
Detectives Amerson and Jenkins was 
engaged, and on yesterday a negro 
named Will Taliaferro and a young 
white man, Charlie Parker, for whom he 
worked, were arrested. Parke® is in the 
fresh meat business. Yesterday morn- 
ing Taliaferro was seen to take a crate 
of hams out of Armour’s packing house 
and put it on Parker's wagon, and this 
act led to the arrest of Taliaferro and 
Parker. 

There was considerable evidence in the 
recorder’s court this morning that Talia- 
ferro and Parker have been peddling 
hams at prices lower than hams can 
be bought at wholesale. Quite a num- 
ber were sold to voarding house keepers. 
Clerks of Armour testified that Talia- 
ferro and Parker have never bought 
hams of them, ilthough the brand of 
hams the two men have peddled is oniy 
60ld by Armour. Parker and Taliaferro 
were bound over to the city court... Par- 
ker gave bond. He was defended by 
Attorney Robert Hodges. A negro named 
John Jordan was arraigned in connec- 
tion with this same case on the charge 
of receiving stolen goods and was com- 
mitted to the city court on his own re- 
cognizance.

cure a special session of the legislature 
for the purpose of repealing the valued 
policy law, a measure which now renders 
it tmpossibie to obtain insurance on cot- 
ton risks in this state. 

Members of the Mississippi Under- 
writers’ Association, who. passed through 
the city today en route from Bilexi, 
where the .annual convention has just 
adjourned, state that petitions will at 
once be placed in circulation in every 
county in the state urging Governor 
Longino to call a special legislative seg- 
sion and send a message to the body 
asking the repeal of the valued policy 
clause of the act of 1896. 

It is the purpose of the insurance men 
to secure a session during the month of 
August, if possible, and the matter will 
be engineered rapidly to this end. Ths 
cotton brokers and compress managers 
are cooperating actively in the move- 
ment, and it is expected that a numer- 
ously signed petition will be presented. 

If a special session is secured it will 
be the first time in the history of Mis- 
sissippi that such a thing has been ac. 
complished. It is understood that some 
members are oppoosed to the movement, 
and will urge the governor not to con- 
vene the body. Insurance Commissioner 
Cole, however, is favorable to the pro- 
pesed step, and in his address at Biloxi 
stated that the valued policy law should 
be repealed, as it hag.cost the farmers 
of the state many million dollars,

The men pardoned 
today were both good confederate sol- 
diers and have already served five 
years, and they were not leaders in the 
mob.

Josiah Morris & Co. announced today 
the payment of another dividend of 121-2 
per cent to depositors under the agree- 
ment made when the bank suspended in 
January, 1901. The installment was due 
last December and the delay has caused 
some of the depositors to enter suit, but 
the action today largely restores confi- 
dence. The amount of the dividend is 
$92,000, of which the county, the largest 
creditor, gets $19,000.

the prevalence of the unprecedented hot 
wave is causing them to leave their 
positions in lange numbers. On one res- 
idence street In Jackson twenty  ne- 
gresses employed In kitchens summarily 
dropped their fobs yesterday, declaring 
that it was too hot to work. There 
is some talk among housewives of im- 
porting white cooks from the north.

NOW GET READY 
FOR THE MELONS 


Crop in South Georgia Is in 
Very Fine Con- 
dition. 


YIELD OF THE LUSCIOUS 
FRUIT IS A LARGE ONE 


Thousands of Acres with Watermel- 
ons Hanging on the Vine—First 
Shipment from Albany Will 
Be Made Middle of 
Next Week. 


Albany, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—The es- 
timated crop of cantaloupes in southwest 
Georgia is 250 cars. The first of these 
will go forward about the middle of next 
week, but in the meantime a good many 
thousand melons will be shipped by ex- 
press. Albany will ship nearly a hun- 
dred cars, the fleld controlled by local 
planters being distributed along four lines 
of railway for a distance of nearly 1 
miles from this point. One Albany. firm 
has 2.000 acres under cultivation, and 
other operators have planted on nearly 
as extensive a scale. 

The outlook for both cantaloupe and 
watermelons could not be brighter. The 
crop is in splendid condition, and the 
yield will be large. Weather has been 
uninterruptedly propitious, and the indl- 
cations are that the fruit will grade up 
better than in any past season. Beginning 
next week the demand for labor will be 
greatly in excess of the supply and labor- 
ers for the cantaloupe and watermelon 
fields will be able to command fancy 
prices. As many growers as can do so 
are making contracts for laborers by 
twenties and fifties, and within a radius 
of 20 miles from Abbany there will in all 
probabiaty be 2,000 pickers, men, women 
and children, in tne fields. 

A consideravie proportion of the can- 
taloupe crop has already been disposed of. 
The average grower has been able to 
enter into a contract whereby he will 
dispose of the major portion of his crop 
at stipulated figures. For instance, for 
the first few cars he will receive some- 
thing like $2.50 per crate, then a stipu- 
lated number of cars will bring returns 
at tne rate of $1.50 per crate and a fur- 
ther designated number $1 This plan isa 
decided improvement over the old way, 
which made it necessary for the grower 
to assume tremendous risks. A number of 
growers in tRis county realized handsome 
profits last season out of their water- 
melons and cantaloupes, and the same 
will be true this year if prices should 
be anything like waat is anticipated. 


PRIMARY LAW IS SUSTAINED. 


SUPREME COURT OF MISSISSIPPI 
AFFIRMS DECISION. 


Declares the Noel Primary Law 
Passed by the Legislature To 
Be Constitutional. 


Jackson, Miss., June 13.—(Special.)— 
The supreme court today affirmed the 
judgment of the court below in the case 
of Charles McInnis et al, v. J. D. 
Thames, district attorney, et al., from 
Lawrence county, and which declares the 
Noel primary election law, adopted at 
the last session of the legislature, con- 
stitutional. Under this law all party 
nominations in Mississippi are to be by 
primary elections and the old conven- 
tion system is a thing of the past.

Judge Is Dined by Chamberlain of 
the Pope. 

Rome, June 13.—Francis MacNutt, an 
American, who is. private chamberlain to 
the pope, gave a dinner and reception to- 
night to William H. Taft, civil. governor 
of the Philippine Islands, and the mem- 
bers of his party.

increasing the tax from one-quarter of a 
cent to 10 cents @ pound, by issuing a 
regulation which holds in effect that no 
artificial coloring matter whatever can 
be used in any way in the manufacture 
of oleomargarine without increasing the 
tax as stated.

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Some Army Promotions. 
Among the most recently gazetted 
army promotions are several that are 
gratifying to those who 
‘have kept in touch with the service 
‘during the last four years. We be 
‘lieve, of course, that the president 


_. designates for honor those who are 


most deserving at the moment, but 
there are cases of exceptional desert 
which a just and grateful public can- 
not but applaud. 

It is most commendable that Briga- 
dier General John C. Bates has been 
nominated for promotion to a major 
generalship. General Bates is a Mis- 
sourian, son of the Attorney General 

Bates c° President Lincoln’s first cab- 
inet, and became a lieutenant in the 
civil war period by the personal ap 
pointment of that president. He has 
seryed continuously and arduously, 
conspicuously so in the frontier cam- 
paigns with the Indians. In the Span- 


_ {sh-Amer! .n war he fought with dis- 


tinguished gallantry at Santiago and 
then as Gommander of the department 


of Santa Clara did mag---cent work 


in the pacification of that very im- 
portant province of Cuba. He was 
then sent to the Philippines and re 
peated there his successes as a de- 
partment commander and is now com- 
mander of the department of the Mis- 
souri. General Bates is one of the 
gentlest of men and bravest of sol- 
diers and the double stars of a major 
general have seldom graced the 
shoulder-knots of a more deserving 
soldier. 

The promotion of Colonel Frank 
D. Baldwin to a brigadier generalship 
is another timely and gallantly earned 
honor. The president has made no 


mistake in rewarding that hard figbt- | 


er and accomplished soldier He 
bears the unique distinction of hav- 
ing won by gallantry two medals of 
honor—rare and coveted decorations 
to the American soldier. One of these 
he gained by conspicuous daring at 
Peachtree creek, near Atlanta, July 
20, 1864, and the other in a brave 
action with Indians in Texas. His 
services in Cuba and recently in the 
Philippines richly entitled him to the 
Star that nas been bestowed upon 
him. 

The third promotion we note as es 
pecially deserved is that of Major 
Tasker H. Bliss to a brigadier gener- 
alship. Major Bliss had service most- 
ly in the commissary department, 
where opportunities for .ndividual ex- 
ploits in field work are few, but he 
has served over three years in Cuba 
as director of customs and there done 
& work that reflected the greatest 
honor upon himself and the service. 
He reorganized a rotten customs ser 
vice and made it one of the cleanest 
and best administered branches of 
the service of the American occupa 
tion. His integrity, skill and faithaful- 
ness were too conspicuous to fail of 
notice and the president has perform- 
ed a just thing in giving the star to 
this superb soldier and gentleman. 

It is a pleasure to The Constitution 
to commend the services of the army 
always on every proper occasion and 
a greater pleasure still to signal such 
worthy exemplars of its efficiency and 
chivalry as those to whom we have 


above referred.

Raising the Battle Ship Maine. 

Senator Lodge’s bill providing for 
the appropriation of $1,000,000 to be 
used in removing the wreckage of the 
battle ship Maine from tne waters of 
Havana harbor will no» doubt pass 
without evoking much discussion. 

On account of the many reasons 
which render this step important we 
are surprised that congress has not 
acted in the matter sooner. To begin 
with, the remnants of the ill-fated 
vessel are at present clogging up the 
waters of the harbor to such an extent 
as to interfere seriously with. naviga- 
tion. Moreover, the bones of many of 
the sailors who perished in the unfor- 
tunate catastrophe may be imprisoned 
in the water-tight compartments of 
the fron clad at the bottom of the har- 
bor, and if such is the case it is only 
right and proper that the bones of the 
sailors should be given decent inter- 
ment on land under the folds of the 
American flag. Patriotic sentimental- 
ists urge still another reason for rais- 
ing the battle ship. They think that 
it ought to be preserved as an ap- 
propriate memorial of the Spanish- 
American war and kept on exhibition 
where every one can see it and be 
reminded of the prowess of the Amer 
ican sailor. 

But apart from any question of 
mere sentiment, it is of the utmost 
importance that the wreckage of the 
vessel should be removed from the 
waters of the harbor as soon as pos- 
sible; and no doubt this course will be 
taken.

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Africa’s European Owners. 

With the gurrender of the Boers 
Great Britain acquires an undisputed 
title to 167,465 additional square miles 
of territory in South Africa. She has 
paid heavily for this fresh acquisi- 
tion of real estate, but she has also at 
the same time gotten rid of an old 
boundary line controversy which has 
been the source of endless annoyance. 

Great Britain’s holdings and 
“spheres of influemce” on the Dark 
Continent now aggregate more than 
3,000,000 square miles, or an area 
equal to the continental domain of the 
United States, exclusive of Alaska. 

France comes next to Great writain 
as an owner of territory in South 
Africa, her combined possessions ag- 
gregating 2,000,000 square miles; but 
most of her property is in the Sahara 
desert and is not very productive. 
Germany, Portugal and Belgium each 
hold 900,000 square miles; Turkey 
400,000 square miles, and Spain 250,- 
000 square miles.

Our Per Capita of Money. 

Those who delight in showing the 
prosperity of the country by the use 
of stately statistics are just now call- 
ing the attention of the average citi- 
zen to the fact that he is better off 
than hardly ever—because the per 
capita of money in circulation in the 
country is now $28.54. This is a fa- 
vorite argument that financiers em- 
ploy to assure the fellow who hasn't 
felt a dollar in his pocket for a week 
that the government has out money 
enough on his account to give him 
a right of way on Easy sireet. 

The trouble, however, with the ordi- 
nary citizen is to get himself and his 
per capita of circulation together. In 
the case of the large majority of the 
people, men, women and _ children, 
there has been a misconnection be- 
tween the citizen ana the government 
quota.

$100,000,0Ul each! That would be 
awfully comfortable for Bill and Tom 
and perhaps a little economical for 
Andrew. Yet when we come to the

| Teal understanding of those statistics 


we find that Bill Jones has just $1 
and Tom Smith $2, while Andrew Car- 
negie has the $300,000,000! And 
anybody can see with half an eye that 
the situation is thereby materially 
and uncomfortably changed  to«Bill 
and Tom! 

In like manner the statistics of 
money in circulation have a very re 
mote, not to say diaphanous, look to 
the average plain citizen. He looks 
around and sees the millionaires, the 
corporations and the banks overflow- 
ing with money and himself empty- 
handed, and he cannot grasp the logic 
of the situation at once and clear'y. 
He regards the high-sounding statis- 
tics as delusions and snares, and goes 
on with his daity gmnd of toil and 
fight against poverty with a strong 
Suspicion that the rich are getting 
richer and the poor getting poorer 
every day. 

Of course, his generalization ‘s not 
absolutely. correct. While it is true 
that those who have capital and use 
it judiciously have all the chances of 
increasing it, but they most frequent- 
ly get the increaee by the circulation 
of their money. Money idle in banks, 


tied up ic. socks or buried in the earth 
makes no increase. The larger, there- 
fore, the average or per capita of act- 
ual money in circulation in the’chan- 
nels of employment, trade, loans and 
active enterprises the better for the 
people, because the betterthe chance 
of the producer, the farmer, the work- 
ingman and the trader to get use of it 
and toll frora it.

FROM THE CHAPEL STAGE 
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Young Men Who Represent the Poni Kappa and Demosthenean So- 
cieties of University in Champion Debate Tonight. 
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New Departure at University--Action of Trustees 
Yesterday=-= Young Ladies Represent Uni- 
versity Branches. 


Athens, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—Next 
Tuesday afternoon will witness quite a 
revolution in the customs of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. At that time two fair 
young daughters of Georgia will read es- 
says from the university chapel stage. 

These young ladies are Miss Lollie 
Smith, of the State Normal school, and 
Miss Emerly Nuckles, of the Girls’ Nor- 
mal and Industrial college, and they will 
enjoy the distinction of being the first 
women who ever read essays from that 
stage. 

The rules of the university have always 
denied the gentle sex the right to speak 
in the chapel. Hence this new departure 
will upset the custom of a century. It Is 
safe to say that the chapel will be crowd- 
ed to its utmost seating capacity Tuesday 
afternoon to witness this event. 

A year since the board of trustees 
passed a resolution inviting the different 
branches of the university to send white 
male representatives to participate in the 
exercises at commencement in this city. 
In some way the resolution was misun- 
derstood at the State Norma] —school 
and Miss Lollie Smith, of Greene county, 
was chosen to represent that institution. 
This selection naturally raised the ques- 
tion as to whether she was eligible to 
the place under the rule of the trustees 
It was decided to refer the matter to the 
board of trustees, and Chancellor Hill 
did so, remarking on the subject that if 
Miss Smith were allowed to read her es- 
say there should be representation ac- 
corded to the Girls’ Normal and Indus- 
trial schoo] at Milledgeville. 

Trustees Favor It. 

The board of trustees took this matter 

up today and it was the occasion of a 


lively debate, which extended over the 
greater portion of the session. The com- 
mittee on laws and discipline, to whicna 
the resolution favoring the allowing of 
the young ladies to read their essays was 
referred, reported adversely, but the 
board adopted the resolution by a vote 
of 9 to 5. The point was made that such 
action would be the opening wedge for 
coeducation at the university, but those 
in favor of it replied that it would not 
have the effect of a precedent, as it ap- 
plied only to this commencement. As a 
matter of fact there were not more than 
three members of the board who are in 
favor of opening the doors of the univer- 
sity to women. 

The resolution as finally passed author- 
ized Chancellor Hill to invite a represen- 
tative, either male or female, from the 
State Normal school and the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial school to take 
such part in the commencement exer- 
cises as he might suggest. Chancellor 
Hill at once invited Misses Smith and 
Nuckles to read essays next Tuesday 
afternoon and,they will doubtless accept 
the invitation. 

Professor Starnes May Resign. 

It is probable that Professor Hugh N. 
Starnes, of the department of agricul- 
ture in the university, will tender his 
resgination to the trustees at their pres- 
ent session. It is the intention of .the 
trustees to extend the sphere of useful- 
ness of this department and to make g 
number of improvements therein. 

Professor Starnes has been professor of 
agriculture for the past three years and 
should he resign the trustees have no 
special man in view as his successor and 
will defer action thereon until a later 


date.

Given Preliminary Hearing Yester- 
day Afternoon—Three Were Held 
as Accessories to Simpson 
Murder—Grand Jury Acts 
Today on the Case.

8. H. Craig, Mrs. Willis R. Biggers and 
Mrs. Claude Goza, ordered held by the 
coroner’s jury as accessories before the 
fact in connection with the murder of 
William H. Simpson, mai] carrier, Thurs- 
day morning, were given a preliminary 
hearing yesterday afternoon before Jus- 
tice of the Peace Edgar H. Orr and were 
discharged from custody. 

Judge John S. Candler, of the criminal 
Buperior court, yesterday ordered a spe- 
cial session of the Fulton county grand 
jury for this morning to consider the 
Biggers case, and it is possible that the 
charges against Craig, Mrs. Biggers and 
Mrs. Goza will be considered by that 
body. Judge Candler states that in the 
event of indictments against Willis R. 
Biggers and H. I. Sterne, alleged princi- 
pals in the killing, the case will be placed 
On the docket for trial] next week. 

The three alleged accessories were re- 
leased on the ground that no evidence 
was presented showing that they were 
in a conspiracy to kill Simpson. The 
contention of the state was that such 
@ conspiracy did exist between the five 
parties. A number of witnesses were 
introduced, but the prosecution failed to 
connect the three defendants with the 
killing in a criminating manner. 

Hearing is Demanded. 

Attorneys Reuben Arnold, Jr., and Rob- 
ert B. Blackburn, representing the five 
defendants, demanded a preliminary hear- 
ing for Craig, Mrs. Biggers and Mrs. 
Goza and the trial was set for 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning before Judge Orr. At 
that hour the state was unprepared to 
proceed with the hearing, as it was not 
represented by an attorney and all of the 
witnesses were not present. Deiective 
Harry White, who has been working on 
the case, secured a continuance until 3 
o'clock in the afternoon on these grounds. 

Solicitor Charlie Hill was not present 
as he was engaged in the criminaj court 
And is not compelled to attend preliminery 
hearings, unless ordered to do so by tne 
governor. Such order was not given yes- 
terday. 

Counsel for the defense fought the mo- 
tion to continue, Attorney Arnold in a 
vigorous speech criticised the coroner's 
jury for its action in ordering the three 
defendants held and declared that the 
two women were apparently persecuted. 
He characterized the recorder’s court 
room as an unfit place’ for the holding 
of an inquest, saying that even the at- 
mosphere of such a place is foreign to 
justice. 

Attorney Blackburn also made a few 
remarks along this line, but Judge Orr 
finally grauféd the desired continuance. 

Slayer’s Mother Present. 

A crowd attended the trial yesterday 
afternoon and a great deal of interest was 
manifested in the proceedings. Mrs. Big- 
gers, mother of the young Man charged 
with firing the fatal shots, was in the 
court room and wept almost constantly. 
Attorney Alexander H. Stephens appeared 
for the prosecution. 

Police Sergeant J. L. Beavers was the 
first witness. His testimony was to the 
effect that Craig had told him that he 
had gone to Simpson’s house the night 
preceding the tragedy to talk with Simp- 
gon, but that he would not come out of 
the house. 

R, C. Thompson, one of the signers of 
the petition, gave the most important 
testimony. It was to the effect that Craig 
came to his house the night before the 
killing and that Biggers also came later. 
He stated that before Biggers’ arrival, 
Craig remarked that Simpson had renewed 
his talk about the women and that he 
would have to stopit. He testified further 
that after Craig departed from the house 
Biggers stated that unless Simpson ceased 
his efforts to move the women, the under- 
taker would have some moving to do. 

Attorney T. C. Battle, who represented 
Mrs. Biggers and Mrs. Goza in the mat- 
ter of the petition, testified as to a con- 
versation with Sterne, but no materia] 
facts were developed. J. D. Leatherman, 
@ mail carrier, who resides on Crew street, 
testified as to hearing the shots and going 
to the scene of the killing, but he knew 
nething concerning the three alleged ac- 
cessorieg with the tragedy. 

Judge Orr’s Decision. 

At the conclusion of the testimony, 
Judge Orr rendered his decision, saying: 

“There ig no evidence here, whatever, 
connecting these two women with a con- 
spiracy and there is not sufficient evi- 
dence to warrant Craig being held. There 
is a pussibility that a conspiracy did ex- 
ist, but the evidence does not show it and 
I must go by the evidence. 

“This tragedy is deplorable and I regret 
exceedingly that it occurred. I know the 
mother of Biggers and I know her to be 
@ good woman. I deeply sympathize 
with her in this affair. Under the ev- 
Idence in the case I will discharge the 
defendants.”

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NLESS the charter revision com- 
| | mittee reconsiders the action taken 

at the meeting yesterday afternoon 
the city of Atlanta next year will be 
divided up into nine wards in accordance 
with the foregoing map. 

The subcommittee with the subject of 
ward lines under consideration made a 
favorable report at the meeting yesterday 
and it was adopted almost unanimously. 

Alderman Longino, of the seventh ward, 
was the only one to oppose the report 
and he said that the people of West 
End objected to having their ward lines 
changed. They did not want the ward cut 
down or enlarged and he thought the re- 
port of the committee should be published 
so that all could have a chance of read- 
ing it over. There was some little debate 
on the matter and one or two speeches 
in favor of the ten-ward plan, but when 
Hugh Inman moved that the report of the 
committee be adopted and it was put to a 
vote the report was adopted by an over- 
whélming vote.

Your communication dated yesterday, June 
ti, was received last night between 6 and 7 
o'clock, and I take the first opportunity to 
reply. 

I note the following !n your communication: 

‘T am quite well aware of the fact that 
the convention will be the exclusive judge 
ot the election returns and qualifications of 
iis own members, and I am not asking you, 
or your committee, to decide this question.”’ 

I fully concur with you in the foregoing. 

The only request you make is as follows: 

‘*‘All I ask is that a recount be ordered in 
the counties I have named, so that the con- 
vention will have before it evidence upon 
which to act in case of a contest over the 
seat of any county delegation.’’ 

In regard to this, I beg to say that I know 
of no law, or party precedent, which would 
authorize or permit the state executive com- 
mittee, or me, as its chairman, to order a re- 
count as requested by you.

It was openly stated that if 
the charter committee did ask for more 
time that council would indicate, in the 
Zianting of such time, the exact date it 
expected to receive the new charier. 

When the charter frevision committee, 
which has no intention of referring any- 
thing to council, deo'ded to withdraw 
the request and make extra efforts to 
complete the charter in the time allowed 
by council. 

When the meeting yesterday was called 
to order, W. S. Thomson moved that the 
action taken by the committee asking 
council for more time be reconsidered. 
Mr. Thomson did not speak in favor of 
kis motion, or give any reasons for mak- 
ing it, but Chairman Hillyer stated he 
hoped the motion to reconsider would 
prevail. He stated that after going care- 
fully over the matter he believed the 
work could be completed in the time 
stated and he did not think it necessary 
to ask council for any «xtension. The 
motion was then put and carried unani- 
mously. 

The time set in the resolution passed 
by council creating the charter commi-- 
tee for completing the new charter is the 
lst of July, and it will require hard work 
on the part of the commission to get it 
ready by that time. 

A majority of the subcommittees have 
reported, but few of the reports have 
been finally adopted by the whole com- 
mittee. When all these reports are adopt- 
ed the whole matter will have to be 
adopted by the entire committee. It Is 
well -known that there are members of 
the committee who object to different 
items already embodied in the charter, 
and they expect to make the final fight 
when the completed charter comes up 
for adoption. 

Council May Insist. 

There are members of council who be- 
lieve that they should have a chance to 
£0 over the new charter as the duly elect- 
ed representatives of the people, and if 
the charter is not referred to them it 
seems certain that an effort will be made 
by them to act on it. 

One member of council who believes 
that the new charter should go to that 
bedy said yesterday: 

“The council created the charter re- 
vision committee and it seems absurd 
that it should attempt to make laws for 
the city without coming back to the 
body that gave it the power. While 
the council last year created this com- 
mission, it should be borne in mind that 
since that time the people have elected 
a new set of reprerentatives and we may 
not agrée with what the council of last 
year did. I, for one, do not believe that 
the charter revision committee will seek 
to ignore the duly elected representa- 
tives of the people by not referring the 
new charter to us. There are some 
things in the new charter that I think 
will benefit the city and some that I 
think will not, and I certainly want a 
chance to argue the subject, I believe 
ithat the charter committee will send the 


new charter back to council. If such 
should not be the case, I think the peo-

CHARGE RESULT OF WRECK 


Judge Candler Announces That Mur- 
der Cases Will Be Tried Next 
Week—Large Amount of 
Business Disposed Of. 


The case against G. B. Dunton, the 
Southern railway yard conductor, 
charged with voluntary manslaughter in 
connection with the fatal collision in the 
Southern yards last July, was nol prossed 
yesterday before Judge jonn S. Candler 
in the criminal superior court. 

This action was taken at the instance 
of Solicitor Charlie Hill, who stated to 
the court that he did not have sufficient 
evidence to warrant a conviction. This 
ends a case to which much attention was 


@ttracted at the time of the accident. | 


The collision, it will be remembered, 
was between a switch engine and a pas- 
senger train coming into Atlanta from 
Macon. It resulted in the death of three 
persons and the injuring of several oth- 
ers. The accident occurred in the yards 
at the Southern shops. 

Dunton is said to have been on the 
Bwitch engine, running it at the time 
and was injured in the wreck. He was 
arrested shortly afterwards and was in- 
dicted by the grand jury on the charge 
of manslaughter. He was released on 
bond and the case has been on the court 
docket for several months. 

Dunton was represented by Attorneys 
W. H. Terrell, Edgar Latham and Ed T. 
Brown. 

Much Business Disposed Of. 

Judge Candler yesterday afternoon ad- 
journed court for the week, announcing 
that next week he will begin the trial 
of homicide cases. There are five such 
cages on the docket and will be six if the 
grand jury indicts Biggers and Sterne 
today for the murder of William H. 
Simpson. 

All of the murder cases are set for 
Monday and if one should not go to trial, 
then another will be called. The case 
against Millard Lee, the slayer of Miss 
Lilla May Suttles is the first one on the 
docket for trial Monday morning. 

Judge Candler and Solicitor Hil have 
had a busy week and have dfsposed of a 
large amount of business. «A. of the 
felony bond cases have been called for 
trial and either disposed of or continued 
and when court adjourned vesterday af- 
ternoon about thirty jail cases had been 
cleared from the docket. Judge Cand- 
ler’s characteristic dispatch of business 
marked the week’s work. 

In the trial of the murder cases, how- 
ever, the hardest work is yet to come 
and Judge Candler states that the ses- 
Bion will probably continue for two more 
weeks. Besides the Lee case, the de- 
fendants in the other murder cases are 
Mrs. Mollie Eddy Duncan; Henry King, 
the negro implicated in the Pittsburg 
riot; the four negroes charged with the 
murder of Policeman E. H. DeBray, ani 
Tom Burch, a negro charged with the 
murder of John Echols, another negro.

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JUNE CROPS BETTER THAN 
THOSE OF THE LAST SEASON 


HE June crop report was issued 
iL from the office of the commissioner 

of agriculture yesterday. The re- 
port shows that, although conditions are 
not as favorable as could be desired, 
there is a great improvement in many 
respects over those that prevailed at this 
time last year. 

Corn and cotton, the great staple crops 
of Georgia, are doing well in most sec- 
tions. There ig some increase in the 
acreage of corn and a@ decrease in that 
of cotton, but the conditions and pros- 
pects of both are fairly good. The out- 


look for sugar cane and rice is encourag- 
ing. 


The products of the great commercial 
orchards were cut short by late frosts, 
but it ® hoped that the fruit which 
escaped will, by reason of advanced 
prices, reward abundantly the care and 
labor of the orchard men. This is 
especially true of the peach crop. Apples, 
pears and plums are far from promising, 
though there are some few exceptions to 
this statement. 

The melon crop in some places is not 
up to the average; in others it ts doing 
well. Grapes are fine in most sections, 
and in some far above the average. 
Gardens have suffered much for lack of 
rain, but good showers in some localities 


have revived those that were failing by 
reason of drought. 


Assistant Commissioner Wright and his 
assistants have been hard at work on 
this report for several days and the re- 
sult of their labors is a decidedly interest- 
ing document, being an index to condi- 


tions prevailing in every section of tho 
state.

When a fire occurs in the business cen- 
ter of the city the rope and posts will 
be conveyed to the scene in one of the 
patrol wagons and no time will be lost 
in stretching ropes across the street on 
both sides of the fire. This will at once 
cut off street cars and other veh 
and keep back the crowds that always 
assemble when there ig a large fire, 

The pelice and the firemen bave had 
some trouble in the past by spectators 
getting in the way, and frequently the 
police have had considerable trouble to 
keep vehicles and cars from driving over 
the hose.

Pullman Car Employees Circulate Big 


Petition for Higher Wages. . 


NO STRIKE IS THREATENED 


The Men Also Want General Manager 
To Hear Grievances and Company 
To Buy Uniforms. 


A petition asking for an increase of 
pay is being circulated among the Pull- 
man car conductors, and every man on 
the payroll will sign’ it. The conductors 
of the Pullman company are not organ- 
ized and are not connected with any union 
and the request for higher wages: impiies 
no threat of a strike, although the con- 
ductors have several grievances which 
they want settled. 

The circulation of the petition for high- 
er wages was begyn in the north and east 
some time ago and it has just reached 
the south. It is said that there is not one 
conductor in the employ of the company 
who will not sign it. 

The conductors want new men paid at 
the rate of $65 per month for the first 
six months and $75 a month thereafter. 
After being in the employ of the com- 
pany for a certain time the conductors 
want $8 per month. 

The maximum salary of a Pullman car 
conductor at present is $75 per month and 
they are required to pay for their uni- 
forms, which cost at least from $50 to 
$75 a year. The men want the company 
to stand this expense in the future for 
men who have been in the service for 
six months. 

Another request in the petition is that 
the general manager of the company 
hear all grievances instead of the dis- 
| trict superintendents, as the rule is now. 

Several of the men who run out of At- 
lanta and other southern cities have al- 
ready signed the petition,

First Suit Growing Out of Juliette 
Collfsion Filed in Monroe County. 


AMOUNT OF SUIT IS $10,000 


Railroad Wins Lengthy Case in City 
Court—Street Raiload Sued. 
Other Court News. 


The first damage suit resulting from 
the fata] collision on the Southern rail- 
road at Juliette Tuesday afternoon, was 
filed yesterday in Monroe county. 

The plaintiff is Hampton Bailey, who 
was brakeman on the northbound freight 
train. He is suing for $10,000 damages. 
He lays the blame for the accident on the 
freight, claiming that it was running 
about five minutes out of schedule. 

Bailey states that he was riding on the 
pilot of the engine, in order that he 
might quickly throw the switch to allow 
the freight to go into the siding out of 
the way of the passenger. He says that 
before the train reached the siding, he 
perceived the passenger train approach- 
ing, both trains running at a rapid rate 
of speed, and that in order to save him- 
self he jumped to the side of the track, 
falling down an embankment. 

The peticton alleges that he fell on some 
rocks, crossties and other timbers, was 
knocked senseless and badly injured. At- 
torney Walter P. Andrew, of Atlanta, 
filed the uit.

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JUNE HEAT VERY UNUSUAL. 


Temperature on Thursday Went to 
Highest Point Recorded 
Since 1895. 

“Tt's warm, mighty warm,” said the 
weather man yesterday as he drew a per- 
spiration ‘stained ‘’kerchhief across his 
forehead with one hand while with the 
other gripper he waved a large palm leaf 
in front of him. 

Picking up his weather sheet and call- 
ing Judkins—no weather report is ever 
complete until Mr. Judkins puts his ap- 
proval on it—Mr. Marbury remarked: 

“This is about the warmest spell we 
have had so far in June for years and 
years. Thursday was the hottest June 
day for so much of the month as has 
gone by, within the past five years, in 
fact since, I may say, 1895. June, 1895, 
showed 97 1-2. The temperature last 
Thursday went to 9 which is remark- 
ably hot for this period of the year.’’ 

There is no reason to expect anything 
like a change within the next few days, 
according to the weather man’s forecast, 
In the south and southeast there may be 
thunder showers. This will have a ten- 
dency to keep the temperature down. 
These storms cool the atmosphere tem- 
porarily from 10 to 15 degrees. The baro- 
meter is low all-over the county. It 
was warmest throughout the day yester- 
day in the Ohio valley—St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati and Memphis showing the great- 
est heat. In that section at 7 o'clock in 
the morning it was 80 degrees. At the 
same hour it was 72 degrees in Atlanta. 
Washington at 7 o'clock showed 76 de- 
grees, while Atlanta had its 72. In At- 
lanta the table yesterday was: At 8 
o'clock, 77; at 9, 80; at 10, 84; at 11, 86; at 
12, 88; at 1, 90; at 2, 91; at 3, 90; at 4, 87. 
The hottest period of the day was be- 
tween 2 and 3 o'clock when it was 91.5. 


THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, June |3.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 
will say: 

Labor troubles cloud the immediate outlook, 
but good crop prospects fairly weil assure 
future trade. The effects of the anthracite 
cual strike are no longer iIccalized. It af- 
fects distributive trade in a wider area and 
higher prices for fuel reduced the profits of 
manufacturers generally throughout the east. 
Crop prospects are not of course perfect, bu 
are little less than that. Confidence in fait 
trade seems to be growing. Export business, 
notably in manufactured goods, is certain., 
iniproving. Cotton goods and copper, mineral 
ollie and lumber are all moving freely. Ce- 
reals, provisions and raw cotton shipments in 
Vay were, however, smaller than a year ago. 
The rail traffic outlook is apparently of the 
best. The cruder forms of tron and steel 
are apparently in undiminished de- 
mand. Finished product, thougf 
noting quieting influences, are in quite active 
request. Trade in boots and shoes and woolen 
goods display a better tendency. The scarci- 
ty of hides keeps prices firm. Shipments are 3 
per cent larger than last week, but 29 pe 
cent less than a year ago. 

Farm products strengthened. siightly in 
prices this week. Cotton strengthened slightly 
cn the report that rain was needed, but also 
on the natural reaction from the late de- 
cline. 

Sugar reflected the active demand of the 
past two weeks for canning purposes in a 
fractional advance. The peach crop outlook

good.

Labor troubles at the beginning of June re- 
duced the pig iron output, but the outlook 
for the month, as a whole, is for a heavy 
production.

There continues to be a wide discrepancy 
between the amount of business offered and 
the contracts closed in many branches of 
the iron and steel industry owing to Inability 
of producers to assure delivery at a specifie. 
time. Contracts runnirg well into next year 
indicate that the end of activity is not near. 
Pressure is still most conspicuous for rail- 
way and structural supplies and agricul- 
tural implement works are crowded with or- 
ders. 

Limited stocks are still the cause of stead- 
iness in al: branches of textiles. Holders 
are not urging sales and buyers show a dispo- 
sition to wait. Purchasers of cotton goods are 
influenced by the prospect of cheaper raw 
material after the new crop begins to move. 
Cotton rose slightly on a few unfavorable 
weather reports, but the outlook is very 
bright in many states. 

Tardy deliveries of sample prices by the 
woolen mills has caused complaint among the 
clothiers, and fall orders are not placed freely. 
Wool sells more freely at leading eastern 
markets and qugtations are steady. 

No change of importance has occurred in 
leather. Hides are again strong with Texas 
steers leading the market and foreign dry 
hidee do not yietd to lower bids. 

Grain markets have shown the effect of con- 
flicting crop estimates and weather reports. 
Failures for the week numbered 162 in the 
United States, against 179 last year, and 29 
in Canada, compared with 23 a) a year ago.
